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BIOLOGY IN THE FIELD 


Il. Behaviour 


H. N. SOUTHERN 


BEHAVIOUR, or the actions by which an animal keeps in touch with its 
environment and maintains itself in the face of it, is an aspect of biology 
which can only be studied in the living animal. The chequered history of 
behaviour studies, therefore, has been due not to disagreement about study- 
ing live or dead animals, which divided the students of evolution, but about 
whether it should be done in the laboratory or the field. 


Like many departments of natural history, animal behaviour spent a long 
incubation period at the stage of anecdote and wonder, during which 
animals were regarded as curious and sometimes useful members of man’s 
entourage. The more critical views of Descartes began a long tradition of 
regarding animals as pieces of ingenious mechanism, whose workings could 
be investigated like those of any other machine. This tradition persists today 
in the experimental school of physiologists, which regards an organism as 
consisting of parts which can be separated and studied in isolation. This 
‘causal-analytic’ school really adopts the working techniques of the physical 
sciences and, though it would be idle to deny the great advances in knowledge 
which have come from such an approach, it is equally clear that behaviour is 
a highly integrated affair which cannot be explained solely in terms of 
simple elements considered in isolation. 


In a way the mechanistic school which began to flourish so conspicuously 
from about the 1880's was a reaction from the anthropomorphic interpreta- 
tion of animal behaviour which was evoked by the hypothesis of organic 
evolution. The realisation that man and animals were kin prompted a 
reading of human motivation and standards into animal conduct. Thus the 
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mechanists were the first to attain a truly objective outlook on behaviour. 


Many landmarks may be recalled in the progress of this attitude. J. Loeb’s 
work in the United States made a fairly coherent system out of the ‘unit- 
reaction to environment’ view of an organism’s behaviour, maintaining that 
certain basic controls of orientation (phototaxis, orientation to incident 
light; thigmotaxis, orientation to touch stimuli; rheotaxis, orientation to 
currents; and so on) could add up to a self-sufficient system of behaviour. 
Other workers emphasised rather that an animal’s behaviour was composed 
of random movements and reactions, failure being the sieve which gradually 
sorted out the right reaction to a stimulus. A tremendous impulse to this 
kind of study was given by the discovery of the ‘reflex’ which seemed to 
offer itself as the brick upon which the behavioural edifice could be built, 
just as atoms and cells had done in other disciplines. The work of I. P. 
Pavlov was pre-eminent in this school, though his main publication did not 
appear in Great Britain until 1927 (Conditioned Reflexes, 1927, Oxford 
University Press); since then other basic contributions which have used this 
approach (though their authors have not necessarily contended that the 
whole of behaviour can be so explained) have been C. S. Sherrington’s 
Integrative Action of the Nervous System (1906, Constable), G. S. Fraenkel 
and D. L. Gunn’s The Orientation of Animals (1940, Oxford University Press) 
and J. Konorski’s Conditioned Reflexes and Neuron Organisation (1948, 
Cambridge University Press, 30s.). 

The most important concepts of the mechanistic school were the reflex, 
the chain reflex, which suggested a possible basis for the organisation of 
instinctive behaviour, the conditioned reflex, which exhibited a learning 
process at a relatively low level, and the tropism. Armed with this scheme 
for breaking down animal behaviour into components simple enough to 
study in the laboratory, a school of experimentalists arose, pre-eminently 
in America, who tested the mental capacities of animals by subjecting them 
to mazes, puzzles and choices. One of the leaders in this technique wa 
E. L. Thorndike, who summarised his results in Animal Intelligence (191, 
Macmillan). The magnitude of the information amassed by this method 
may be judged from the books that have been published in the United 
States solely devoted to the behaviour of the white rat. 


At the other extreme and opposed to the mechanistic approach were the 
psychologists, many of whom had started their studies with man and then 
transferred their attention to ‘simpler’ animals in an attempt to rationalise 
their complex problems. It was inevitable that they should vitiate much of 
their work by carrying over human standards to animals, just as it wa 
inevitable that they should direct their work to mammals, especially the 
primates, in contrast to the mechanists’ predilection for the lower forms of 
life. It is clear now that the main separation between these extremes was 4 
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pragmatical one. The mechanists were mainly concentrating on instinctive 
behaviour and the psychologists on learning. One of the first proponents of 
the psychological school was C. Lloyd Morgan, whose Animal Behaviour 
appeared at the turn of the century (1900, Edward Arnold). Students of the 
literature will find a bewildering variety of attitudes deriving from this 
psychological approach. First there is the line of ‘pure’ psychology, exempli- 
fied in the Old World by J. A. Bierens de Haan (Animal Psychology for 
Biologists, 1929, University of London Press; Animal Psychology, 1948, 
Hutchinson, 7s. 6d.) and by David Katz (Animals and Men, 1937, Longmans). 
Many of these run into trouble through a subjective bias, i.e., attributing to 
animals emotional motivation which can only be studied by introspection 
and which therefore defies experimentation. Closely akin is the work which 
assumes that the object or purpose of behaviour can be a causal factor con- 
trolling it. William McDougall (An Outline of Psychology, 13th edition 1949, 
Methuen, 18s.) and more particularly E. S. Russell (The Behaviour of Animals, 
1934, Edward Arnold; The Directiveness of Organic Activities, 1945, Cam- 
bridge University Press, 15s.) have led the field in this approach. However, 
by far the most successful of the psychologists in achieving an objective 
approach was Wolfgang Kohler whose careful report upon his chimpanzees 
(The Mentality of Apes, 1925, last reprinted 1956, Routledge, 25s.; 1957, 
Penguin Books, 3s. 6d.) was followed by a wider treatment in Gestalt 
Psychology (1930, Bell). Kéhler provided the corrective to the ‘puzzle-box’ 
adherents by taking the utmost care that his animals should not be subjected 
to any mental stress and that the problems presented to them for solution 
should be within their probable capacities. At the same time the American 
psychological school has, until recently, remained objective at the expense 
of retaining its ‘puzzle-box’ approach. 


Practically all the work which has been detailed above has been ‘lab- 
oratory’ work and it is clear that the simplified conditions of the controlled 
experiment were themselves considered sufficient to make the work 
scientifically respectable. But there were many naturalists throughout the 
period of development of behaviour studies who claimed that the only 
appropriate setting for the study was the field. These also ran into consider- 
able trouble when they tried to move on from observation to experiment, 
but they have left a solid body of good and accurate work. An outstanding 
name is that of H. Eliot Howard who began by very detailed and careful 
investigations into the sexual and territorial behaviour of warblers (The 
British Warblers, 1915, 2 vols., R. H. Porter) and followed this with wider 
and somewhat philosophical excursions (An Introduction to the Study of Bird 
Behaviour, 1929, Cambridge University Press; The Nature of a Bird’s World, 
1935, Cambridge University Press; A Waterhen’s Worlds, 1940, Cambridge 
University Press, 21s.). Similar work, though on much less organised and 
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inspired lines, was done by Edmund Selous (Bird Watching, 1901, Dent; 
Bird Life Glimpses, 1905, George Allen; Realities of Bird Life, 1927, Constable; 
Thought Transference (or What?) in Birds, 1931, Constable; Evolution of Habit 
in Birds, 1933, Constable). 

All this spate of work in the field, though suffering from obscurities of 
interpretation, did represent an effort to place behaviour studies on a sound 
field basis. Previous work of, e.g., Fabre had excelled in the minutiae of 
observation and description, but had hardly attempted any coherent inter- 
ptetation or search for causal principles. This same type of natural history 
work with a bias towards behaviour continues to be produced and among 
the more noteworthy the following may be mentioned: R. W. H. 
Hingston’s Problems of Instinct and Intelligence (1929, Edward Arnold, tos. 6d.), 
E. A. Armstrong’s The Wren (1955, Collins, 30s.), Stuart Smith’s The Yellow 
Wagtail (1950, Collins, 12s. 6d.) and so on. 

But during the late 1920’s and early 1930's another school of animal 
behaviour students arose, and, perhaps as a sign of its new objective approach 
and of its close relationships with zoology, it has popularised the term ethology 
to replace animal behaviour. The starting point of this school, which is led 
by K. Lorenz and N. Tinbergen, has been the insistence on studying the 
natural behaviour of animals, if possible in the field, before deciding what 
questions are legitimate for an experimenter to ask, either in the laboratory 
or the field. This school has found that concentration on instinctive behaviour 
has produced most fruitful results. Among many valuable advances has been 
the concept of an animal having inborn a repertoire of responses to certain 
key stimuli. These responses are, as it were, ‘unlocked’ and form definite 
sequences of actions tending to a consummation which exhausts the energy 
so released. These key stimuli often consist of a single salient feature in the 
environment which is a token of a specific situation. Its perception inevitably 
releases the response, provided that the perceiving animal is in a suitably 
receptive state. 

The stereotyped nature of this instinctive behaviour makes it possible for 
the experimenter to induce mistaken or inappropriate responses and thus to 
identify the units in the response repertoire. Furthermore, the constancy of 
such units has made it possible to compare the relationships between species 
by the numbers they possess in common. Thus there has arisen a “comparative 
anatomy’ of these fixed behaviour patterns, which allows us to reconstruct 
stages in evolution just as surely as from morphological characters. 


A very interesting corollary of these discoveries is the fact, elucidated by 
Lorenz, that the animal itself is an active agent in seeking the apt environ- 
mental stimuli to release the behaviour patterns. When strongly motivated 
either by hormonal or nervous stimuli it will appear to seek most pertin- 
aciously for the right stimulus situation. If it fails to find it, then in extreme 
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circumstances the fixed pattern may be performed in a vacuum, as it were, 
and usually inappropriately. 

This new approach to instinctive behaviour must not be confused with 
the mechanistic views of the physiologists. It is just as much an objective 
approach, but it insists on regarding the animal as a whole organism, whose 
behaviour must be observed and evaluated against the background of its 
normal biological needs in nature. The view of the animal as ‘directing’ its 
behaviour downwards from higher to lower levels of integration is expressed 
in Tinbergen’s hypothesis of the hierarchical organisation of ‘centres’ under- 


lying each major instinct, where the drives descend from the general to the 
particular. 


In so new a discipline many of the published results are in the scientific 
journals and some of the important books have not yet appeared in Great 
Britain. Nevertheless three important contributions have been made by 
N. Tinbergen: The Study of Instinct (reprinted 1958, Oxford University 
Press, 30s.), a quite outstanding book; Social Behaviour in Animals (1953, 
Methuen, 12s. 6d.) and The Herring Gull’s World (1953, Collins, 18s.). The 
original researches of Konrad Z. Lorenz are so far not available in book form 
to English readers, but two publications in a lighter vein which partly deal 
with his discoveries are King Solomon’s Ring (1952, Methuen, 16s.) and Man 
Meets Dog (1954, Methuen, 15s.). Among books of ‘interpretation’ on these 
lines the New Naturalist volume by C. G. Butler, The World of the Honeybee 
(1954, Collins, 21s.) should specially be mentioned. 


With this new emphasis on the fruitfulness of instinctive behaviour studies, 
learning and intelligence have tended to be relatively neglected. Until a year 
or so ago it would have been impossible to refer readers to any major or 
authoritative book published recently in this country on the subject, but now 
we have the very complete and exhaustive review of W. H. Thorpe (Learning 
and Instinct in Animals, 1956, Methuen, 5s.) which summarises the work 
which has been done on every group of animals and attempts an appraisal 
of the differences between learned and instinctive behaviour. Nevertheless 
there are signs, ¢.g., in the Symposium on Physiological Mechanisms in Animal 
Behaviour (1950, Cambridge University Press, 35s.), that the various animal 
behaviour schools, ethology, psychology and neuro-physiology, are coming 
together and significant efforts towards integration may be expected. 

Mr. H. N, Southern has worked in the Bureau of Animal Population, Oxford University since 
1938. His main investigations have been into the factors controlling the population densities of 
British mammals, and he is one of the Scientific Secretaries of the Mammal Society of the 
British Isles. He is also known as an ornithologist interested especially in the colour phases of 


birds, and has edited Bird Study, the journal of the British Trust for Ornithology, since it was 
begun four years ago.

Edited by 
Reginald Horrox. Serjeants Press, 210s. 1957. 22 cm. 748 pages. 
This is an indispensable reference book for those who are concerned in any way with 
the valuation of books. It gives the market value of rare and interesting books that 
have been offered in the sale rooms in Great Britain and America, and contains a 
great deal of bibliographical information, noting the chief points which make a 
particular book valuable. The layout of this latest edition has been redesigned, so 
that the arrangement is in two columns and one alphabetical sequence by author’s 
name or title or institution responsible for the publication. There is a considerable 
amount of Americana in this volume, as it includes records of the sales of much of

An introduction 
summarises the National Archives and Libraries. Part I gives detailed information 
on public archives, private and company papers, Parliamentary Papers, periodicals 
and newspapers, library resources grouped by subjects, research in progress, biblio- 
gtaphies and works of reference. Part II lists the individual collections of London, 

Oxford and Cambridge, while Part III is concerned with universities offering facilities 

for Commonwealth studies and with research and advisory organisations.

HOW TO USE A MEDICAL LIBRARY. A Guide for Practitioners, 
Research Workers and Students. Leslie T. Morton. 3rd edition. Heinemann, 
7s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 62 pages. References. Index. 

This small book, practical and selective, by the Information Officer, British Medical 

Journal, does not abandon the less experienced bibliographer in the midst of the 

medical library maze but guides him expeditiously through it. The manual explains 
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the methods of book arrangement within libraries, the principal sources of informa- 
tion and their uses, and how to track down material and compile bibliographies. 
There is also an account of abstracting services, and, new in this edition, a list of 
abstract journals and of some leading medical libraries in Britain. (026-61) 


Children’s Books 
BOYS WILL BE BOYS. E. S. Turner. New and revised edition. Michael 
Joseph, 18s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 278 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

First published in 1948, this lively, nostalgic and informative survey of boys’ 
literature popular in the last hundred years has become a best-seller and, in its way, 
a classic. But the rise of the Horror Comic (and such counterblasts as the religiously 
inspired Eagle), together with the quickening of interest in Science Fiction since the 
war, has made it necessary to bring the survey up to date. Some of the long-established 
heroes of boys’ magazines, the author notes, have undergone some notable trans- 
formations in the past few years. This is the kind of book that almost everybody will 
enjoy. (028-5) 


Encyclopaedias 
COLLINS NEW AGE ENCYCLOPEDIA, World Atlas and Sports 
Supplement. Edited by George F. Maine and J. B. Foreman. Collins, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 1,216 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 32 pages of maps in 
colour. 
The information given in this volume is up to date, concisely presented and clearly 
rinted. While retaining ‘the older learning on which all new achievements are 
built’, it is also designed to help readers ‘to grapple with the fantastic growth of human 
knowledge in our own times’. Suggestions for further reading accompany a number 
of the entries. The many excellent illustrations are adequately indexed separately. 
Those in colour deal with subjects where colour is important; the photographs cover 
contemporary topics, and the line drawings deal for the most part with ‘standard’ 
subjects. It is only by constant reference that such a book can prove its value. This 
is an ambitious venture, and inexpensive in view of its tightly packed 1,200 and more 
pages. (032)

COURAGE and Other Broadcasts. Field-Marshal Sir William Slim. Cassell, 
138.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 196 pages. 

The simple humanity of Field-Marshal Slim makes his words more worth-while 
than the average and this published record of his broadcasts in England, the United 
States and Australia merits a wide appreciation. In addition to personal qualities, it 
covers, among other topics, the British housewife, the Australian child and citizen, 
the armies of Britain, Australia and old India, war cemeteries in the Pacific, and 
Australian universities, medicine and the Press. The final talk on ‘Looking Ahead’ 
concludes a memorable collection of reflections. (042) 


RENAISSANCE AND MODERN STUDIES. Edited by V. de S. 
Pinto. Vol. 1, 1957. Sisson & Parker for the University of Nottingham, 12s.6d. 
23 cm. 180 pages. Frontispiece. Paper covers. 

The first issue of a learned journal to be published annually. The contributors are 

members of the University who are engaged in research in the humanities. It is 

intended to make a special feature of printing hitherto unpublished material belonging 
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to the University Library and this number includes an article by the editor on two 
collections of letters by D. H. Lawrence written when he was already living 
permanently abroad and also on a notebook containing early drafts of some seventy 
of Lawrence’s poems. Also of particular interest is an analysis by G. R. Hibbard of 
the conception of tragedy of Thomas Middleton, a dramatist still inadequatel 

appreciated. ra 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


FRAMES OF MIND. Henry Yellowlees. Kimber, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
240 pages. 
This is an attempt by a leading psychiatrist, an Honorary Consulting Physician to 
St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, to bring to the layman a greater understanding of 
the mentally ill and of their behaviour. Based on his own experiences, the book 
illustrates the various diseases by very readable and true stories of interesting cases 
which have come his way. It does not attempt to give information regarding 
diagnosis and treatment proper to a textbook, but sketches in sufficient psychiatric 
detail to differentiate each condition and to prevent the book from becoming merely 
a collection of amusing or tragic anecdotes. (132) 


BLUENOSE GHOSTS. Helen Creighton. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), 
$4.00. 1957. 22 cm. 280 pages. 
Helen Creighton, an authority on the folklore of Nova Scotia, has collected these 
‘ghost stories’ over a period of twenty-eight years, while searching for folksongs. 
Tales concerning second sight, buried treasure, phantom ships, haunted houses, 
headless spectres and other supernatural phenomena are here recounted exactly as 
they were told to the author. While it is not suggested that all the stories are true, 
the author believes that there are many whose authenticity cannot be questioned. 
She has shown how extensive and diverse beliefs in Nova Scotia are and also how 
closely these beliefs are associated with the sea. The supernatural is shown to be a 
part of the way of life of many Nova Scotians. (133-2) 


THE SILENCE OF ST. THOMAS. Three Essays. Josef Pieper. Translated 
from the German by Daniel O’Connor. Faber, 12s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 126 pages. 
Modern Germany’s distinguished exponent of Thomism is here represented by a 
work devoted entirely to St. Thomas himself. The English version, with its striking 
title, is in fact the combination of two works. Pieper does a great deal more than 
expound a system of ideas; he relates St. Thomas’s viewpoint to that of such modern 
philosophers as Sartre. The analysis is strikingly original. In denying a Creator, 
Sartre is led to argue that man has no nature (essence) but only existence; for a ‘nature’ 
is a creature, depending upon a creative principle. St. Thomas, asserting the fact of 
nature as self-evident, points to God as Creator. Both are at one in linking nature 


with super-nature; but that which Sartre accepts in theory St. Thomas makes the 
cornerstone of his faith. (189) 


MARTIN HEIDEGGER. Marjorie Grene. Bowes & Bowes, 10s.6d. 19§7. 

18 cm. 128 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and Thought) 
This German thinker is more quoted than read, more read than understood. Possibly 
he is better understood as a result of direct acquaintance than through the commen- 
taries of others; for, with the exception of the fine study of De Waelhens, the 
elucidations have hitherto tended to leave confusion worse confounded. This short 
study by a former pupil is another exception: the author, having heard the words of 
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the master, has come as near as we can believe possible to grasping his meaning. Far 
from being an Existentialist, Heidegger has throughout his career been endeavouring 
to elaborate an ontology; but since the publication of the unfinished Sein und Zeit, 
he has plunged into depths from which he seems unlikely, in the author’s view, to 
emerge with a coherent message. (193) 


BERGSON: Philosopher of Reflection. Ian W. Alexander. Bowes & Bowes, 
t0s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 110 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European 
Literature and Thought) 

This little study by the Professor of French in the University College of North Wales 

will do much to hasten Bergson’s rehabilitation as one of the great thinkers of the 

century and perhaps as one of the world’s major philosophers. Written for the lay- 
man, the book seeks to demonstrate that Bergson’s thought, in seeking to ‘make 
explicit the implicit’, is both concrete and realistic. The remarkable consistency of 
his views is shown by careful analysis of his successive masterpieces, culminating in 
that difficult but remarkable book, The Two Sources of Religion and Morality. The 
essay ends with an interesting comparison between Bergsonism and Existentialism, 
and suggests that the former meets most of the difficulties with which the latter is 
preoccupied. (194) 


RELIGION 


WHY I AM NOT A CHRISTIAN and other essays on Religion and 
related subjects. Bertrand Russell. Edited with an appendix on The Bertrand 
Russell Case by Paul Edwards. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 242 pages. Index, 

Russell observes that “the word “religion” is used nowadays in a very loose sense’. It 

might be argued that he employs a similar looseness of expression in his attacks upon 

the religious spirit. Throughout this book he displays a devotion to the higher values 
which is little short of religious in its inspiration; but he appears to equate conventional 
religion with bigotry. When he comes to grips with a philosopher of distinction such 
as Father Copleston (their famous debate on “The Existence of God’ is reproduced 
here), he shows reluctance to face the problem of the origin of the moral sense in 
man. This work sums up Russell’s lifelong hostility to fanaticism and as such its 
effect will be wholesome even to those who find his reasons for condemning religion 
inadequate. The appendix deals with the condemnation of Russell as a teacher in 
America. (204) 


THE FAITH OF THE BIBLE. J. E. Fison. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 
18 cm. 270 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books). 
Canon Fison of Truro with a wealth of knowledge and insight unveils the Faith of 
the Bible and shows how the claim of the Christian Church to be one holy, catholic 
and apostolic is grounded in the Bible as a whole. The first half deals with the teaching 
of the Old Testament about the Unity of God and the way of holiness while the 
second half reviews in the light of New Testament literature the catholicity of Jesus 
Christ and the apostolicity of Christianity. The contributions of Judaism and 
Christianity are sympathetically examined and their mutual dependence is set in 
strong relief. (220) 


THE BOOKS OF THE OLD TESTAMENT. Robert H. Pfeiffer. 
Black, 20s. 1957. 21 cm. 350 pages. Index. 

Professor Pfeiffer of Harvard University published his monumental Introduction to 

the Old Testament in 1941. Exhaustive and replete with references, it was a tool for 
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the specialist. Now by cutting, condensing and simplifying the earlier work, he has 
produced a more manageable but still scholarly introduction which will have a wider 
appeal. Certain valuable sections, ¢.g., those dealing with the text and versions, have 
gone, as have the bibliographies and most of the references, while other parts are 
drastically reduced. The books are now treated in the English Bible order. Teachers 
will continue to use the larger Introduction but will be glad to recommend the abridg- 
ment to their pupils. (221) 


THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES by Saint Luke. Newly translated from 
the Greck with an Introduction and Notes by C. H. Ricu. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 
1957. 18 cm. 176 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

Mr. Rieu has produced a readable and dignified translation of a book which deservedly 

captures the attention of the imaginative reader of the Bible. In this rendering the 

book comes alive and the reader often forgets that he has a translation before him. 

Weare rightly reminded that the task of the modern translator is to get into the mind 

of the author and try to find words he would have used had he been living today. 

This end has been pursued with a considerable measure of success. The Introduction 

brings before us the question of authorship, sources and historical authenticity.

THE EPISTLE OF JAMES: Introduction and Commentary. E. C. Blackman. 
ST. PAUL’S EPISTLES TO THE THESSALONIANS: Introduction 
and Commentary. William Neil. S.C.M. Press, 10s.6d. each. 1957. 19 cm. 
160: 152 pages. (Torch Bible Commentaries) 

Both these commentaries are concerned primarily to set out the essential message of 

the letters with which they deal and while attention is directed to critical questions 

in the introductions and in the exposition of the text, highly technical discussions are 
excluded. In the introduction to the letters to the Thessalonians, Dr. Neil of the 

University of Nottingham refers to the special problems presented by the relation 

of the two letters and the question of Pauline authorship. The commentary itself is 

fresh and illuminating. Mr. Blackman of New College, London, succeeds in providing 
for the educated reader an admirable summary of the attempts made to solve the 
critical problems raised by the Epistle of James. The exposition, while of necessity 
brief, is generally illuminating and no difficulty presented by the text is evaded. Both 
these commentaries can be safely recommended to clergy and teachers.

INTRODUCING NEW TESTAMENT THEOLOGY. A. M. Hunter. 
S.C.M. Press, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 160 pages. Indexes. 

Professor Hunter of Aberdeen University has a unique gift for making biblical 

theology interesting to the general reader without emptying it of distinctive 

significance. Here he combines wide knowledge with powers of lucid exposition as 
he examines the fundamental issues of New Testament thought. The first part deals 
with the Fact of Christ with special reference to the Kingdom of God, the Ministry 
of Jesus and the Resurrection. Part II introduces us to the theology of the first 


Christian preachers (A.D. 30-50) and the final part is devoted to the theology of Paul, 
Peter, the author of Hebrews and John. (230) 


THE OXFORD DICTIONARY OF THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
Edited by F. L. Cross. Oxford University Press, 70s. 1957. 24°§ cm. 1,512 pages. 


The editor, Lady Margaret Professor of Divinity in the University of Oxford, has 
achieved a notable success in providing a dictionary of the Christian Church that is 
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not only comprehensive and authoritative but unquestionably interesting and 
engaging both in content and style. While clergy and ministers, teachers and students 
will constantly turn to its pages, it should make a strong appeal to the educated 
public as a whole. It covers nineteen centuries and with few exceptions no doctrine 
or event or person that one might expect to be included is overlooked. There are 
about 6,000 unsigned articles written by a considerable number of contributors from 
various communions, and the longest entries are about 2,500 words. In addition, we 
have 4,500 brief bibliographies representing standard works by scholars of various 
countries, as well as details of bad books which are of special interest to the historical 
student. (230-03) 


PRINCIPLES OF CHRISTIAN WORSHIP. With Special Reference 
to the Free Churches. Raymond Abba. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 210 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This book, which contains the substance of lectures delivered in 1954 at St. Andrew’s 

College, University of Sydney, is intended to serve as a guide—mainly for Free 

Church ministers—in the conduct of worship and to stimulate liturgical discussion 

at a time when it is imperative in the interests of Ecumenical advance tha. the different 

communions should become better acquainted with each other’s ways of worship. 

The author examines briefly the basic principles, origins and development of worship 

and then considers the Ministry of the Word, Public Prayer, Praise and the Sacra- 

ments. There is a useful bibliography. (264) 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. J. A. Jungmann, S.J. Translated from the German 
by Clifford Howell. Challoner Publications, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 258 pages. Index. 
Considering the vast scope of the subject and the comparative brevity of this book, 
Father Jungmann has succeeded in producing a work which is far from a dry summary 
or a mere commentary on the rubrics. Constantly keeping in mind the general 
scheme of the Church’s worship, he has traced the main outlines of the historical 
development in the liturgy and explained many doubtful and difficult points. The 
author is a great authority on his subject and this clear translation should be read not 
only by priests but by all laymen who wish to participate intelligently in the prayer of 
the Church. (264) 


THE DOCTRINE OF THE BUDDHA. The Religion of Reason. 
George Grimm. New edition. Allen & Unwin, 42s. 1957. 23 cm. $60 pages. 
There is no doubt that the Buddha was one of the greatest and kindest of men. His 
doctrine, however, does not appeal to the West because it is based upon the view that 
life is hardly worth living; and the nature of the desired goal, nirvana, is too much 
like annihilation. Dr. Grimm defends the thesis that life is not worth living with 
assistance from Schopenhauer, and expounds the teachings of the Buddha from the 
earliest Pali texts and those which have ‘the mark of authenticity’. This book first 
appeared in 1926. (294°3) 


THE TRUMPET SHALL SOUND. A Study of ‘Cargo’ Cults in 
Melanesia. Peter Worsley. MacGibbon & Kee, 25s. 1957. 22 cm, 290 pages. 
Illustrations. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 

In recent years a large number of religious movements have grown up in the South 

Pacific. These vary in detai) but have in common the idea of the approaching end 

of the world followed by the appearance of supernatural beings who will provide all 
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the material goods the people desire. These beliefs have acquired the name of ‘Cargo’ 
Cults from the term in local pidgin-English for the goods thus hoped for. This book 
is the first survey of the subject for the general reader and, drawing on a wide field of 
published and unpublished material, gives a fascinating portrayal of the Melanesian 
manifestation of the ‘Cargo’ cult. (299-95)

THE HUMAN SUM. Edited by C. H. Rolph. Heinemann, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 
232 pages. Illustrations designed by Alfred G. Wurmser, with a cartoon by Vicky. 
Index. 
This amusingly illustrated book, published in association with the Family Planning 
Association, is written by some of the principal authorities on the various aspects of 
birth control. Thus, Sir Julian Huxley and Bertrand Russell deal with the economic 
aspects of population in relation to available resources, Mrs. Mary Stocks with the 
story of family planning, Dr. A. S. Parkes and Dr. J. M. Mackintosh with the medical 
aspects of birth control, and Miss Jacquetta Hawkes, Dr. Michael Young, Messrs. 
Peter Willmott, Edward Blishen and J. S. Hodson and the Rev. Dr. Sherwin Bailey 
with the sociological and theological approach. The book gives a good idea of the 
many considerations involved. (301-42) 


Statistics 
BUSINESS STATISTICS AND STATISTICAL METHOD. 
H. J. Wheldon. 4th edition, completely revised by G. L. Thirkettle. Macdonald 
& Evans, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This is a clearly written introduction for the beginner in statistics. It covers the whole 
field at an elementary level, describing the nature, use and methods of collection of 
statistical data, the sampling process, surveys, and the presentation of results in 
tables, charts, diagrams and graphs. After further chapters on frequency distribution, 
averages, index numbers and related topics, it gives a helpful guide to the published 
British statistics of population, labour, prices, production and trade. The book has 
been widely used for twenty years, and for this edition has been thoroughly revised 
and equipped with tables of logarithms and squares. (311)

PATTERN OF THE POST-WAR WORLD. Gordon Connell-Smith. 
Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 288 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Penguin 
Specials) 

The author lectures on international affairs in the University of Hull Department of 

Adult Education. He has written a very readable introduction to the history of what 

he calls the Stalin era because it was Soviet actions and Western reactions which 

dominated the period. This book will be of value to the general reader and to current 

affairs classes at schools and institutes of further education. (327-09) 


DOD’S PARLIAMENTARY COMPANION, 10957. 125th year. 

Business Dictionaries, leather 27s.6d.; cloth 223.6d. 1957. 12*5 cm. 700 pages. Index. 
Established by Charles Dod in 1832, this conveniently small volume gives many 
concise details of Parliament and its members, and of the Government and its 
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organisations. It contains biographies of peers alphabetically; the constitution of the 
House of Lords; biographies of members of the House of Commons; and details of 
constituencies. It also gives information on the present and the late Ministry and 
officers of State, and details of Government offices, Privy Councillors, the Judicature, 
the Government of London, British Commonwealth Governments, Commonwealth 
and Colonial governors, and ambassadors and ministers to and from London.

THE MIDLAND PEASANT. The Economic and Social History of a 
Leicestershire Village. W. G. Hoskins. Macmillan, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 344 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Plans. Index. 
This scholarly and fascinating history of the village of Wigston Magna illustrates in 
miniature the rural life, from the middle ages to the end of the roth century, of those 
districts of England which escaped the agrarian upheavals of the 16th century 
onwards and continued in undisturbed peasant ownership to comparatively modern 
times. It is thus a useful corrective to over-generalisations on the effects of the 
enclosure movements, besides being a charming description of the agriculture, labour 
conditions, buildings and general way of life of successive generations of villagers. 
The author is Reader in Economic History in the University of Oxford. —_ (330-942) 


LAND TENURE AND LAND - ADMINISTRATION _ IN 
NIGERIA AND THE CAMEROONS. C. K. Meek. H.M. Stationery 
Office, 55s. 1957. 25 cm. 428 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Colonial Research 
Studies, No. 22) 

Nigeria has a great agricultural potential but there is need for development and 

expansion to improve the standard of living and economic prosperity of the nation. 

To obtain the background material necessary to consider future policy the Colonial 

Office has sponsored this, the latest and most elaborate of the excellent series of 

Colonial Research Studies. Dr. Meek has had extensive administrative and socio- 

logical experience of Nigeria and is particularly interested in land law and custom. 

The result is a valuable and detailed historical survey bringing out the varying 

practices arising from the original administrative division of the Colony into Northern 

and Southern Nigeria and including also a section on the Cameroons. Though to a 

considerable extent specialised study, this book should prove of value to all concerned 

with the development of colonial agriculture. (333°309669) 


AN ENGLISHMAN LOOKS AT THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 
Being some provocative essays on the operation of the system after one hundred 
years.

The author, the Registrar of the Land Registry in London, describes the system of 

land registration developed in South Australia by Sir Robert Torrens in 1857, and 

traces the application of the system in Australia, New Zealand and Canada. A critical 
appraisal of the present situation and problems in these countries is made, and varia- 
tions in the system as it has been modified by local conditions are discussed. The 

Torrens system is compared with the English system of land registration which was 

developed independently about the same time, special attention being given to the 

provision of insurance funds to cover possible losses through incorrect entries in the 
registers.

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THE DIAMOND SMUGGLERS. Ian Fleming. Cape, 12s.6d. 
20°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
The activities of illicit diamond buyers have existed ever since the growth of the 
diamond industry in the last century, but in recent years leaders of the industry 
became increasingly concerned about the scale of diamond smuggling. In 1954 
Sir Percy Sillitoe, former head of M.1.5, undertook the task of organising the Inter- 
national Diamond Security Organization to combat it. This is the story of a successful 
three-year campaign to achieve this, centered on the activitics of ‘John Blaize’, a 
leading agent of 1.D.S.O., who contributes a long introduction. Mr. Fleming is a 
practised writer of thrillers, and in this true story, ranging over many parts of Europe 
and Africa, he has a congenial subject, resulting in a fascinating book. (338-27)

Published under the auspices of The Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, 
this is an inquiry by the U.N. Correspondent for the Christian Science Monitor into 
the prospects and value of setting up a permanent United Nations Peace Force. The 
author gives the background of the idea of such a force and shows its d:velopment in 
relation to the Middle East and discusses the problems which face such an organisation 
from the point of view of political difficulties and its relation to the United Nations 
Organization generally. Appendices contain contributions from seven specialist 
authors, dealing with particular aspects of this problem. (341-1) 


THE UNITED NATIONS: THE FIRST TEN YEARS. Edited

The lectures collected in this book were delivered at the University of Manchester 
im 1956 to mark the first decade of the United Nations. The first six cover the 
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principal organs of the United Nations. First the relevant articles of the charter are 
quoted and then an assessment is made of the composition, powers and achievements 
of each organ. The following five deal with the specialised agencies and related 
organisations in a similar way. These lectures give a great deal of detailed and in some 
cases technical information and are worthy of serious study, but they do not make 
easy reading.

CONSTITUTIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN INDIA. Charles Henry 
Alexandrowicz. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 264 pages. Index. 
This is an examination of the way in which India’s Constitution has been interpreted 
in the Courts. The author, Professor of International and Constitutional Law in the 
University of Madras, first discusses generally the interpretation of the Constitution, 
then the question of personal liberty and preventive detention. This is followed by a 
longer chapter on the important question of Fundamental Rights in the Constitution. 
He then deals with freedom of trade and the directive principles of state policy, with 
the separation of powers, delegation of legislative power and the position of the Head 
of the Executive, with Indian federalism and the elections and, finally, with India’s 
position in the Family of Nations. (342°54) 


A GUIDE TO THE SCOTTISH LEGAL SYSTEM. A Collection of 
Essays for the Ordinary Man on the Country’s Legal Organisation. Cousland

Although popular in treatment, this work fills a gap in Scottish legal literature. It 

has been written by a distinguished group of legal authors, including the late Lord 

Cooper, Lord Justice-General, who writes on Droit Administratif. Other contributions 

deal with criminal administration in Scotland, and there are several chapters on the 

courts, including the Superior Courts, the Sheriff Court, the Scottish Land Court 
and the Lyon Court. Other chapters are on the Justices of the Peace and the last one 

deals with treatment of offenders. (347) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO COMPANY LAW. J. A. Hornby. 
Hutchinson, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 188 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This new work, by a lecturer in law in the University of Manchester, explains in 
easily intelligible terms the nature, powers and the operation of the British limited 
company. The early chapters deal with the company’s incorporation and with the 
memoranda and articles of association. Then are treated the prospectuses, membership 
by shareholders, the share capital and its transfer, and debentures. The author next 
discusses the company’s management, including the principle of majority rule at 
general meetings. Later chapters deal with liquidation, arrangements, reconstructions 
and amalgamations of companics.

edition by H. Heathcote-Williams, with E. Dennis Smith, Ronald Bernstein 
and Christopher Priday.

A new edition of a standard treatise on the law of landlord and tenant in England, 

last published in 1947. This branch of law has been subject to considerable legislative

The first part, on the creation of 
tenancies, is in two books, covering the methods of and incidents of creation, part 
two deals with the ending of different kinds of tenancies and part three embraces 
sub-tenancies such as business tenancies and agricultural holdings.

Part one, on the Constitution, begins 

with an account of the Islamic conception of the State, and recounts the historical 

development of the constitutional and administrative machinery of British India up 
to 1947, and the main constitutional changes of 1956, when the new Pakistan 

Constitution was promulgated. Chapters follow on the executives and legislatures 

and the judiciary as well as on fundamental rights and directive principles and other 

provisions of the Constitution. The second part on the laws has chapters on civil and 
criminal procedure and evidence, on criminal law, personal law, contract and 
conveyance, and the final chapter surveys the legislation enacted since Independence.

In 1906 Mary Size entered the prison service. Forty-one years later she was recalled

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Grange. In this modest, sincerely written autobiography she tells of the changes that 
have taken place in English prisons in the last half century; she reveals her failures as 
well as her successes and provides a wealth of material, some of it harrowing and some 
encouraging, for those concerned with the punishment or reclamation of the 
delinquent.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE STUDY OF COMPARATIVE 
EDUCATION. Vernon Mallinson. Heinemann, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 250 pages.

The study of comparative education is coming to be regarded, at least in Britain, 
not merely as the gathering of information about the workings of different systems 
of education, but more particularly as the study of education as a significant expression 
of engrained national characteristics. This important contribution to the subject 
illustrates the sociological theory that national character is found indelibly printed 
in the teacher-training system of the country concerned. The author, who is Lecturet 
in Comparative Education in the University of Reading, confines his study to some 
of the main European countries, and includes Russia and America. This is an 
invaluable work, strongly recommended not only to educationists, but to sociologists 
also.

NEW TRENDS IN ENGLISH EDUCATION. A Symposium edited 
by Brian Simon. MacGibbon and Kee, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 pages. 
The contributors are practising teachers doing experimental and pioneering work 
within the general educational system, their underlying thesis being that this system 
segregates the more and the less intelligent children too rigidly. Part 1 is concerned 
with a junior school in which children are not graded according to ability. Part 2 
describes the aims and work of four different secondary modern schools, Part 3 five 
comprehensive schools and Part 4 the teaching of individual subjects in ——- 
hensive schools. An appendix has been written by the headmistress of an independent 
school which pursues a middle course in respect of examinations, neither allowing 
them to dominate the curriculum nor regarding them as necessarily beyond the 
capacity of the less bright children. (370°942) 


ADMISSION TO GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. Alfred Yates and D. A. 
Pidgeon with Statistical Appendices by P. M. Grundy. Newnes for the National

This comprehensive report on the transfer of pupils from primary to secondary 

schools follows two interim reports issued in 1950 and 1957. It surveys the methods 

used by the various education authorities in selecting candidates and investigates the 
subsequent progress of primary school leavers in one specific area to determine how 
far their individual allocation to a particular form of secondary education was 
justified. It concludes that the most reliable method of selection combines standardised 
tests (i.c., tests which preclude anomalies of marking), assessment by primary school 
heads and further detailed appraisement of borderline cases. (371-21) 


CREATIVE WORK IN THE JUNIOR SCHOOL. Beryl Ash and 
Barbara Rapaport. Methuen, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. 

The ‘Junior’ age in education, i.e., 7-11 years, is an interesting stage, made to appear 

particularly so by the authors of this useful and agreeable little volume. The authors 
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are lecturers on the staff of the Froebel Educational Institute. After a fascinating series 
of human sketches of children of ‘Junior’ age, they go on to describe the creative work 
that has been and can be done by such children in poetry and composition, in spinning, 
weaving and needlework, in designing, modelling and music-making. The book is 
strongly recommended to teachers who see the need for an escape from rote learning 
into an education which can develop the wealth of creative instinct that exists in 
children of these years.

THE TEACHING OF MATHEMATICS. The Incorporated Association 
of Assistant Masters in Secondary Schools. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 1957.

This important report deals first with pre-secondary school mathematics and then 

concerns itself with the teaching of mathematics in secondary grammar schools. 

Particularly useful are the chapters dealing with the aims and syllabuses for the first 

five years in the grammar school course, and suggesting general teaching topics. 

Based both on sound theoretical ideas and on practical experience in the classroom, 

the book is recommended for the use of all teachers and prospective teachers of the 

subject, and for inclusion in the education sections of libraries. (37551) 


ADULT EDUCATION AT A TROPICAL UNIVERSITY. S. G. 
Raybould. Longmans, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 124 pages. 
In 1954-1955 the author, who is Professor of Adult Education and Director of Extra- 
mural Studies in the University of Leeds, acted as visiting Director of Extra-mural 
Studies in University College, Ibadan, Nigeria. He surveys the work of the Ibadan 
Department since its institution in 1949 and explains the difficulties created by great 
distances, a road system incompletely modernised and tropical weather. To these must 
be added the lack of a vernacular literature and of any voluntary agencies for adult 
education. He points out the danger of the Department’s dissipating its limited 
resources in a large country where need is widespread, and concludes that its final aim 
must be itself to teach only at a high level while advising and co-ordinating other adult 
education organisations. (378-13) 


A CENTENARY HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 
MELBOURNE. Geoffrey Blainey. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 37s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 230 pages.

This historical sketch of one of Australia’s leading academic institutions shows the 

many changes and developments that have taken place from its inception in 1855 

with sixteen students up to the present day with an enrolment of over 7,000. It is not 

only a history of the university, but also of the personalities who made it live during 
the period of their association with it. The author, a young graduate, has concentrated 
on the biographical details of the earlier professors and staff, such as the founder, Sir 

Redmond Barry, and Sir Anthony Brownlees. A most interesting and informative

Isles in four sections: England, Scotland and Wales (except London); London; 

Northern Ireland; and the Republic of Ireland, in each of which the information is 
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given alphabetically by names of companies, and also classified by trades. More than 
125 Overseas countries and territories are included in two other main divisions. In 
the first, names and classified trades are given of the British Commonwealth and 
Colonies overseas, and in the second, information is provided on nearly every other 
country of Europe, the Americas, Asia and Africa.

The third part is concerned 

with merchant navy training; part four is a Who’s Who in the Shipping World, 

including both British and foreign personalities; in part five various statistical tables 
are set out, and the sixth part is a directory of Liner Services from or via the United 

Kingdom. Part seven provides classified directories of shipowners, shipbuilders, 

ship-repairers, marine engine builders, and towing and salvage contractors in Great

(Language Library) 
Professor Simeon Potter, well known as an authority on the history of the English 
language, here provides a compact outline of general linguistics for the intelligent 
non-specialist reader. It gives a comprehensive picture of the nature of language, the 
problems confronting those who endeavour to study it scientifically, and some of the 
ways in which these problems are being tackled in Europe and America. The 
numerous illustrative examples are taken mainly from English, French and German, 
but many other languages of Europe and Asia are also drawn upon. Wherever 
necessary, phonetic transcriptions are used to show the exact pronunciations; it is 
unfortunate that a few errors of detail have crept in here. (400)

ANALYTICAL CONICS. Barry Spain. Pergamon Press, 30s. 19$7. 22*5 cm. 


154 pages. Diagrams. (International Series of Monographs in Pure and Applied 
Mathematics. Vol. 3) 


A succinct account of elementary conics, suitable for the top forms of schools and for 
undergraduates. It assumes no previous knowledge of the subject, but the intro- 
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ductory chapters on the straight line, circle, and standard forms of the ellipse, 
hyperbola and parabola are rather too concise for the novice, who would be well 
advised to treat this book as a second course. The later chapters deal with the general 
conic, the line at infinity, homographic correspondence, line co-ordinates and 
general homogeneous co-ordinates; the algebra is neat and precise, and affords a good 
introduction to more advanced works on algebraic geometry. There is a useful 
collection of exercises and a valuable appendix containing hints towards the 
solutions.

INTEGRAL EQUATIONS AND THEIR APPLICATIONS TO 
CERTAIN PROBLEMS IN MECHANICS, MATHEMATICAL 
PHYSICS AND TECHNOLOGY. S. G. Mikhlin. Translated from the 
2nd Russian edition by A. H. Armstrong. Pergamon Press, 80s. 1957. 22 cm. 
350 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (International Series of Monographs in 
Pure and Applied Mathematics, Vol. 14) 

This translation from the Russian is a welcome addition to the small number of 

modern books in English on integral equations. It is divided into two sections: theory 

and applications. In the former, there are chapters dealing with the elementary 

Fredholm theory, the Hilbert-Schmidt theory of the symmetric kernel, and an 

introduction to singular integral equations. The applications are chiefly to hydro- 

dynamics and elasticity, where so much good work has been done in recent years by 

Russian mathematicians. As a concise and systematic exposition of a developing 

field, this book can be warmly recommended; the young student, well grounded in 

classical analysis as far as the concept of the Lebesgue integral, should find it straight- 
forward and profitable reading.

THE AMATEUR ASTRONOMER. Patrick Moore. Lutterworth Press, 
258. 19$7. 22 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Patrick Moore, Director of the Mercury and Venus Section of the British Astro- 
nomical Association, has already written a number of books for the amateur 
astronomer or interested layman. This is his largest work to date and it is an excellent 
guide for the beginner who is interested in astronomy as a hobby. It explains in simple 
language our own solar system, with some individual details of the moon and planets 
on a very brief explanation of comets and meteors, double and variable stars, clusters 
and nebulae, and adds a very short chapter describing the galaxy system. An early 
chapter deals with the principles of reflector and refractor telescopes. A useful series 
of star maps is included in the 29 appendices which cover items such as Messier’s 
catalogue, lunar maps, and forthcoming eclipses. (520)

APPLIED PHYSICS. Vol. Il. W. G. Darwell. English Universities Press, 
12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 246 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Technical College Series) 

Volume II is concerned with ‘light’ and with electricity and magnetism. Together 
with Volume I it is an adequate introduction to physics at ordinary level. As in 
Volume I, a list of laboratory experiments is given and each chapter has a strong 
practical slant. The problems provided are well selected and the examination questions 
at the end of the book are very representative. The diagrams are clear and the book 
should be very popular with the students for whom it is intended. (530) 
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FLUID MECHANICS FOR ENGINEERS. P. S. Barna. Butterworth, 
$78.6. 1957. 23 cm. 390 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

This book deals with the practical aspects of hydraulics and aerodynamics, mainly in 
application to such machines as pumps, fans and turbines. It is intended for under- 
graduates studynig for a degree in Mechanical or Civil Engineering, and covers the 
field very adequately. It is very well produced and contains many illustrations and 
problems (unfortunately without answers). The author is a Senior Lecturer in 
Mechanical Engineering, New South Wales University of Technology, Sydney. 


RADIOLOGICAL PHYSICS. M. E. J. Young. H. K. Lewis, 42s. 1957. 
23 cm. 376 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 
Formerly Lecturer in Physics, Royal Free Hospital Medical School, London, the 
author provides an introduction for hospital physicists and a fully documented text- 
book for the postgraduate Diploma in Radiology and for the membership and 
fellowship examinations of the Society of Radiographers. She covers elementary 
principles, then the production of X-rays, including megavoltage generators, the 
betatron and synchrotron, and naturally-occurring radioactive substances and their 
uses. There are full discussions of the absorption of ionising radiation with matter, 
methods of measurement and the theoretical and practical aspects of diagnosis and 
therapy. Finally, the essentials for radiological protection are set out, and instructions 
given for the determination of maximum permissible doses and for reducing 
exposure. (535) 


ELEMENTS OF HEAT TRANSFER. The late Max Jakob and George A. 
Hawkins. 3rd edition. Chapman & Hall, 54s. 1957. 24 cm. 344 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 

The various problems encountered in engineering in connection with heat transfer 

and insulation are discussed in detail in this book. Although it is primarily intended 

for engineering students and contains many numerical examples (unfortunately 

without answers) it is in effect a very useful practical handbook since it includes a 

large number of experimental curves and tables with data on various materials, 

empirical formulae, etc. In this edition several new sections have been added and the 

material generally brought up to date. (536-2) 


PIEZOELECTRICITY. General Post Office. H.M. Stationery Office for 
Post Office Research Station, 75s. 1957. 28 cm. 380 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
References. (Selected Engineering Reports) 

This volume contains eleven research reports on piezoelectric crystals and data for 

some of the materials used in oscillators, resonators, and electroacoustic devices. 

Properties are related to crystal structure and systems of axes and modes of vibration 

of plates and bars are analysed. The mechanical and electrical behaviour of piezo- 

electric materials in relation to the equivalent electrical circuit, and methods of 
determining elastic and piezoelectric constant are described. Results are given of 
measurements of the elastic, piezoelectric and dielectric constants of various materials. 

The final report provides data on the constants of the crystal structure of piezo- 

electric materials. The book is of outstanding importance in its field of research. 
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THE SPECTRUM IN ATOMIC HYDROGEN. G. W. Series. Oxford 
University Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 96 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. (Oxford 
Library of the Physical Sciences) 

Advances in our knowledge of atomic structure derive mainly from experimental 

work on atomic spectra and in particular the spectrum of atomic hydrogen. The two- 

body problem which hydrogen represents can be handled with mathematical rigour, 
and this short monograph shows how increasingly precise measurements of the 
observed spectrum have led to the detection of slight discrepancies between observa- 
tion and the predictions of the early theories which are of considerable theoretical 
significance. The book deals at some length with observed displacements of energy 
levels known as “Lamb shifts’ and discusses the new quantum electrodynamics which 
treats the atom not in isolation but in interaction with the electromagnetic field. The 
predictions of the new theories are compared with measurements of the hyperfine 
structure of hydrogen and other one-electron atoms. The book is a very useful 
summary of theoretical developments in this field and should be readily intelligible 
to the non-specialist who has the necessary mathematical equipment. (539°74)

ION-EXCHANGE RESINS. J. A. Kitchener. Methuen, 9s.6d. 1957. 17 cm. 
118 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. (Methuen’s Monographs on 
Physical Subjects) 

lon-exchange resins are now used in practically every branch of chemistry. This book 

deals with their preparation and the basic principles of their application, with the 

kinetics of ion exchange and with the physical chemistry of exchange equilibria. 

A final chapter summarises very recent progress and indicates possible future applica- 

tions. Dr. Kitchener is a Reader in Physical Chemistry at Imperial College, London 

University. His book, the only short monograph on its subject, is well written and in 

all respects up to the usual high standard of this series. (541-37) 


PHYSICO-CHEMICAL EFFECTS OF PRESSURE. F. D. Hamann. 
Butterworth, 42s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 256 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This is a fairly brief but comprehensive account of the most important methods by 
which high pressures are produced, contained and measured, and in greater detail of 
the physical and chemical effects produced by high pressures. The book covers a wide 
range of these effects, many of them very interesting and remarkable. The book is 
clearly written and should be of interest to chemists, physicists and engineers. The 
treatment is authoritative. About 600 references are listed. (541-8) 


SOLVENT EXTRACTION IN ANALYTICAL CHEMISTRY. 
George H. Morrison and Henry Freiser. Chapman & Hall, 54s. 1957. 24 cm. 
280 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

The principles are thoroughly explained. For those interested in the mathematics of 

the process there is a chapter on the “Quantitative Treatment of Extraction Equilibria’. 

Metal extraction systems fall into two groups—chelate and ion association extraction 

systems—and the author gives a comprehensive list of examples from each class. The 

chapter on the extraction of the elements is very up to date and includes procedures 
for no less than sixty-six elements. Some of these, such as americium, berkelium, 
curium, erbium, neptunium, neodymium, plutonium, technetium, etc., the industrial 
chemist is not likely to meet in the normal course of his work and are obviously 

included here for the specialist. Nevertheless this inclusion makes the volume a 

complete reference work which should give chemists a pointer to the scope of solvent 

extraction techniques. (543) 
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THE CHEMISTRY OF THE ACTINIDE ELEMENTS. Joseph J. Katz 
and Glenn T. Seaborg. Methuen, 63s. 1957. 24 cm. $24 pages. Illustrations (1 in 
colour). Diagrams. Indexes. 

This exceptionally fine book can be warmly recommended to all interested not only 

in the chemistry of these elements, but also in the physical properties of the elements 

and their compounds, and in nuclear technology. Professor Seaborg has been associated 
with the discovery of the majority of the transuranium elements, and with much of 
the further knowledge gained about them. Dr. Katz is also a well-known authority— 
co-author with Professor Seaborg of many important publications. The account deals 
with the full range of published information, the literature being fully and clearly 
reviewed. The presentation is most readable and at times exciting. The chemistry of 
the elements is presented in order of their atomic numbers, and a very good final 
chapter summarises and correlates the properties of the elements and their compounds. 
The book should become the standard text on the subject. It is beautifully produced 
and illustrated and comprehensively indexed. (546-6) 


EXPERIMENTAL CRYSTAL PHYSICS. W. A. Wooster. Oxford 
University Press, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 124 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This book is concerned with the experimental determination of the physical properties 
of crystals including optical, thermal conductivity, dia-magnetic susceptibility, 
plasticity, elasticity and piezo- and pyro-electrical properties. The experiments des- 
cribed in the text are all designed to be completed by the student within three hours 
in a properly equipped laboratory. For each experiment proposed the description of 
apparatus is good and the “working up’ of the data obtained during the experiment is 
clearly presented. The book is lucidly written, clearly illustrated, and is highly recom- 
mended to students concerned with the physics of crystals. (548-8)

THE PLANET EARTH. Edited by D. R. Bates. Pergamon Press, 35s. 19§7. 
22°5 cm. 320 pages. lilustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

A book planned to satisfy the increased interest in geophysical phenomena aroused by 
the enterprises of the International Geophysical Year. It is written entirely by experts 
and, although clearly and simply presented, is not altogether a ‘popular’ book, some 
general grounding in science being essential for its understanding. Among the contri- 
butors are Professors Sidney Chapman, A. C. B. Lovell, J. B. $. Haldane and man 

other well-known British scientists. Topics dealt with include the geomagnetic field, 
the nature of the earth’s crust and interior, the ionosphere, airflow, the aurora, meteors 
and cosmic radiation. The editor is Professor of Applied Mathematics at the Queen’s 
University, Belfast. Professional scientists from many fields will find this book of very 
considerable interest, while there is probably no similar British work which more 
adequately satisfies semi-professional interest. (551) 


EXPLORING THE ATMOSPHERE’S FIRST MILE: Proceedings of 
the Great Plains Turbulence Field Program 1 August to 8 September 1953, O'Neill, 
Nebraska. Vol. I: Instrumentation and Data Evaluation. Vol. II: Site Description 
and Data Tabulation. Edited by Heinz H. Lettau and Ben Davidson. Pergamon 
Press on behalf of the Geophysics Research Directorate, Air Force Cambridge Research 
Center, Air Research and Development Command, 140s. per set. 1957. 24 cm. 390:584 
pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

This ‘Program’ arose out of work initiated by the U.S. Air Force in 1947 and directed 

towards the collection of accurate micrometeorological data for use in forecasting and 
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in the study of wind and turbulence problems in the boundary layer. For the present 
project the focal area of all experiments was reduced to one square mile of territory 
so that instruments could be checked against one another in order to discover which 
were most suitable and reliable for the purpose. The mass of data collected was so 
great that, in general, only statistical summaries have been included in volume II, and 
although some of the data is the subject of further interpretation and evaluation, the 
most significant results are fully discussed. The work described here is of particular 
importance to meteorological instrumentation and the volumes should be carefully 
studied by all meteorologists. (ssts) 


CLOUD STUDY: A Pictorial Guide. F. H. Ludlam and R. S. Scorer. 
Murray, 12s.6d. 1957. 24 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. 
A first-rate book, containing 74 cloud photographs. It is a study of clouds, with 
particular reference to their structure and mode of formation, rather than an atlas of 
cloud forms. The photographs are supported by a brief but helpful text, illustrated by 
excellent diagrams. The book was prepared under the auspices of the Royal Meteoro- 
logical Society, and the authors are well known for their work on clouds and cloud

Prehistoric Archaeology 
PHILIPP CAVE. Henri Breuil, with the collaboration of Mary E. Boyle 
and Dr. E. R. Scherz. Collins, 105s. 1957. 37°5 cm. 28 pages of text. 31 colour 
plates. 30 photographs. (The Rock Paintings of Southern Africa. Vol. 2) 
The second of a projected dozen volumes to be devoted to the prehistoric rock 
paintings in the Union of South Africa and neighbouring territories. It is concerned 
solely with the Philipp Cave which is situated in the Erongo region of $.W. Africa. 
The Abbé Breuil, famous French expert on cave painting, visited the district to make 
accurate copies of the rock surfaces. His coloured drawings, meticulously reproduced, 
are followed by a section of thirty photographs. A descriptive and analytical account 
of each plate and photograph completes the documentation of this cave. There is much 
speculation concerning the dating and other problems connected with South African 
cave painting. These beautifully produced volumes will become the classic books on 
South African cave art and add greatly to the knowledge on the subject. (571-7)

MAN AND CULTURE. An Evaluation of the Work of Bronislaw 
Malinowski. Edited by Raymond Firth. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 32s. 1957. 
22 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This collection of essays, mostly by former pupils, which seeks to appraise the writings 
and teaching of Malinowski, is for the most part critical of his attempts at theoretical 
analysis and of his own appraisals of the work of others. They show these to have 
been on some important matters not only inadequate but unscholarly. The explanation 
of his great influence is seen to lie in his intense interest in the close observation and 
recording of the living reality of primitive life, his gift for its vivid portrayal and 
dissection and the opportunity he had to stimulate a new generation of field anthro- 
pologists. The essays also provide some excellent accounts of later developments of 
various aspects of social anthropology. ($72) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO SOCIAL ANTHROPOLOGY. Vol. IL 
Ralph Piddington. Oliver & Boyd, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 836 pages. Bibliography. Index, 
The first part of this textbook by the Professor of Anthropology at Auckland 
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University College was published in 1950. The present and concluding volume deals 
with such topics as geographical environment and material culture, methods of field- 
work, culture and personality, culture contact, and ‘the study of more complex 
societies’. The chapters on field methods and agencies of change ably summarise much 
scattered information; the “bibliographical commentaries’ at the end of each chapter 
are also reasonably good and up to date. But the book as a whole adheres too closely 
to the Malinowski tradition to satisfy the need that still exists for a comprehensive 
exposition of the modern British approach to the study of anthropology. (572-7) 


MAN’S JOURNEY THROUGH TIME. A first step in Physical and 
Cultural Anthropochronology. L. S. Palmer. Hutchinson, 30s. 1957. 26 cm. 
200 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

This unusual but stimulating book is the work of a physicist who has sought to devise 

and plot a series of ‘objective’ measures of the time rate of human evolution. It attempts 

this for both physical and cultural development. For the former, in which he is more 
successful in obtaining significant measures and demonstrations, he covers all hominids 
from Pithecanthropus to living races, and claims that a fairly steady average rate of 
one per cent per 10,000 years has held for essential ‘human’ characters. His cultural 
criteria are restricted and less ‘measureable’ but confirm the general recognition that, 
over the total time span of some 400,000 years of known human implements, develop- 

ment was slow until, long after the appearance of Homo sapiens, over the last 10,000 

years, it has accelerated far more rapidly. (573°3)

THE BBC NATURALIST. Edited by Desmond Hawkins. Rathbone Books, 
8s.6d. 1957. 24°5 cm. 94 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 
The success of the B.B.C.’s nature features has owed much to the initiative of their 
producer, Desmond Hawkins, who edits this book. It is timely, therefore, to have this 
reminder of his pioneer work in the form of a collection of short articles about all 
branches of natural history by such well-known broadcasters as James Fisher, Peter 
Scott, Maxwell Knight, L. Harrison Matthews, Bruce Campbell and others. The 
copious illustrations are well arranged and many of the monochrome examples are 
splendidly reproduced. Those in colour are variable. (574°08) 


DYNAMIC ASPECTS OF BIOCHEMISTRY. Ernest Baldwin. 
3rd edition. Cambridge University Press, 37s.6d. 1957. 21°5 cm. $46 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

That this monograph has been or is being translated into seven different languages 

provides evidence that its value has carried it beyond the ranks of students of bio- 

chemistry for whom the Professor of Biochemistry, University College, London, 
primarily intended it, to organic chemists and clinicians of whose interests he is also 
mindful. Professor Baldwin’s subject is the physiological, as distinct from the morpho- 
logical or clinical, aspects of biochemistry, and of it he gives the essentials, omitting 
reference to the most complex topics open to controversy. The text, still divided into 
two parts, has been much revised and curtailed to make room, without enlarging the 
volume, for important advances, such as transketolation and transaldolation, in 
Part 1, Enzymes, and, in Part 2, Metabolism, for methods, including the uses of 
isotopes, purine synthesis, photosynthesis and oxidative decarboxylation. (574-19) 
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INTRODUCTION TO GENERAL EMBRYOLOGY. A. M. Dalcq. 
Translated from the French by Jean Medawar. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1957. 
22-5 cm. 186 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor A. M. Dalcq, himself an embryologist of world-wide repute, has given 

what he calls a panoramic survey of the science of embryology. He sets out in a 

masterly way the whole course of embryological theory and research starting in the 

1880's. He shows how, with advancing technique and biochemical knowledge, it is 

possible to unravel not only the course of events in a single embryo, but that in the 

various animal phyla, and to gain some idea of how these phyla became differentiated 
in the course of evolution. The book is very well illustrated, the translation is excellent 
and the bibliography adequate for those who wish to pursue the subject further. 

Students of the biological sciences should find this a very useful book. (574°3) 


PLANTS AND ANIMALS OF POND AND STREAM. W. J. 
Prud’homme van Reine. Translated from the Dutch and adapted for use in Great 
Britain in collaboration with Mona C. Harrison. Murray, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
166 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by L. P. Pouderoyen and Jos Ruting. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is a compact little book translated from the Dutch. In Holland aquatic habitats 

are very important and, though details vary, the fauna and flora described here can 

apply to most of Europe. A virtue of the book is its completeness, the most abundant 
species of every group of plants and animals being described. It is often difficult, for 
example, to find a book for the field naturalist which refers to all the lower orders 
of plants. Each group is introduced by a description in simple terms followed by an 
enumeration and descriptions of species. The illustrations are, on the whole, clear and 
truc, though those of the birds and mammals are reduced so much that they are 
almost useless. (574°9) 


THE LAST PARADISE. A Colour Picture Book of a Little Green Oasis. 
Described and photographed by Helmut Handrick. Translated from the German 
by Elizabeth Guild. Oliver & Boyd, 45s. 1957. 30-5 cm. 158 pages. 58 colour photo- 
graphs by the author. 

The text of this handsomely produced book describes the observations and photo- 

graphic adventures of a naturalist in a remaining green corner of industrial Germany. 

His interest wanders all over the animal and plant kingdoms and a loose thread of the 

sequence of seasons links together the descriptions. The photographs are by far the 

most arresting part of the book, most of them being taken very close and often 
reproduced full-page. Unfortunately the fidelity of the colour is variable and in some 

instances, ¢.g., the laburnum and the ground ivy, completely misleading. (574-943)

THE CHEMISTRY OF PLANTS. Erston V. Miller. Chapman & Hall, 
38s. 1957. 24 cm. 182 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
The twelve concise and up-to-date chapters on plant chemistry in this book deal with 
carbohydrates, proteins and other nitrogen compounds, lipides, plant pigments, 
enzymes, organic acids, plant hormones, glycosides, alkaloids, vitamins, elemental 
constituents and other plant products. The author, who is Research Professor of 
Botany in the University of Pittsburgh and was formerly Plant Physiologist, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, has condensed his vast subject very effectively and pro- 
duced a book that should be eminently suitable for students and others not requiring 
great detail. (581-19) 
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QUANTITATIVE PLANT ECOLOGY. P. Greig-Smith. Butterworth, 30s. 

1957. 22°5 cm. 208 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
A book for ecologists who wish to adopt more exact techniques as a means to greater 
progress in their subject. It discusses the value of quantitative methods in sampling and 
comparison, in pattern study, in the examination of species association, in the corre- 
lation of vegetation with habitat factors and in the study of plant communities as 
units. Dr. Greig-Smith, a lecturer in the University of North Wales, is already known 
for his advocacy of quantitative methods in ecology. Although enthusiastic he is, 
however, imbued with a scholarly caution which leads him, in his final chapter, to 
warn against any uncritical adoption of quantitative methods. A very useful and 
provocative work. (581-5)

THE ALIMENTARY TRACT OF THE RUMINANT. David Benzie 
and A. T. Phillipson. Oliver & Boyd, 27s.6d. 1957. 28-5 cm. 26 pages of text. 
78 pages of illustrations. Bibliography. 
This monograph is the first radiological atlas of the alimentary tract of the ruminant 
ever to be published. It is a record of studies carried out at the Physiology Department 
of the Rowett Research Institute, Aberdeen, on the sheep, calf and goat. Dr. Phillipson 
is the deputy director of the Institute. The text summarises what is known of ruminant 
digestion and the use of X-rays for this type of investigation. Each illustration has a 
detailed caption and a diagram to elucidate it. The production is excellent. This is a 
book for the teacher of ruminant physiology and the researcher in that field. It is an 
essential work for the specialist. (sor-13) 


A ZOO OF MY OWN. Cornelius Conyn. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 
192 pages. Illustrations by Dick de Wilde. 
This delightful book describes the author’s life in Sumatra up to the beginning of 
the last war and the lives and habits of the many animals he collected around him. 
These were varied indeed: mongrel dogs, porcupines, tigers, bears, crocodiles, 
squirrels, gibbons—all received a great welcome, and the author’s descriptions are 
instructive and penetrating as well as amusing. Some of the incidents and contretemps 
are quite delicious and throughout a savour is added by equally acute observation of 
native ways. The illustrations admirably supplement the text. (so1-s) 


THE GRASSBLADE JUNGLE. Nesta Pain. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 
1957. 21 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations by Rosamund Seymour. 
Miss Pain continues her popular accounts of insect habits and lives which she began 
so well in Lesser Worlds. Her material is almost entirely taken from other authors, 
both those who themselves wrote simply and attractively, like Fabre, and those who 
are more sternly scientific. She ranges from the older naturalists to the most recent 
research. Her great success is in her presentation, and her style is crystal-clear and 
unlaboured. Her subjects here are grasshoppers, mantises, bees, cicadas, termites and 
scorpions. The biologist, as well as the layman, will be interested in her crisp accounts 
of widely scattered and slowly developing research. (595-7)

FOUNDATIONS OF NURSING. Janet S. Ross and Kathleen J. W. 
Wilson. 2nd edition. Livingstone, 17s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Since its first publication in 1956, this textbook has proved popular with student 

nurses in their first year of training. It covers Nursing, Part 1 of the syllabus of the 
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General Nursing Council for Scotland, with which, as Sister Tutor in Charge and 
Principal Tutor respectively of Preliminary Training Schools in Edinburgh, the 
authors are practically concerned. The text, admirably set out and revised for this 
edition, is thorough and lucid; it deals with ethics, the patient's environment, care of 
equipment, diet, patient care and simple routine procedure. (610-73) 


HEWER’S TEXTBOOK OF HISTOLOGY FOR MEDICAL 
STUDENTS. Edited by C. L. Foster. 7th edition. Heinemann, 27s.6d. 1957. 24 cm. 
446 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Index. 

In this revision, the Senior Lecturer in Histology, St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School, 

maintains the original physiological approach and refers to pathological conditions 

to enable the student to differentiate between normal and diseased states. The many 
illustrations, coloured plates, photomicrographs and diagrams, revised for this edition, 
are admirably chosen and designed for the enlightenment of the student. In the text, 
the chapters most altered are those on the cell, connective tissues, pituitary body and 
liver. The volume again concludes with an appendix setting out standard histological 
methods. (611-018) 


THE RESPIRATORY MUSCLES AND THE MECHANICS OF 
BREATHING. E. J. Moran Campbell. Lloyd-Luke, 20s. 1957. 22 cm. 148 pages. 
Diagrams. References. Index. 

Dr. Campbell has taken special care to make this monograph, whose subject is of 

practical interest to clinicians, radiologists, anaesthetists and physiotherapists, readily 

comprehensible to them. To respiratory physiologists it offers a critical survey of the 
literature, and an account of some of Dr. Campbell’s original work, undertaken at the 

Middlesex Hospital, London, and in the Department of Environmental Medicine, 

Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore. After an introduction dealing with electro- 

myography, those individual muscles directly concerned with the motive forces of 

breathing are discussed in detail. Then there are chapters, of most interest to the 
physiologist, on their contro! and organisation, and respiratory function, and finally, 
an account of the clinical examination of respiratory muscles. An appendix gives very 

detailed descriptions of electromyographic technique and apparatus, and outlines a 

typical experimental session. (612-2) 


PREVENTIVE MEDICINE AND PUBLIC HEALTH. An Introduction 
for Students and Practitioners. Fred Grundy. 3rd edition. H. K. Lewis, 25s. 1957. 
21°5 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This introduction deals with the basic principles of industrial and community health, 

the legislation governing the public health and social services, the structure and duties 

of local authorities which are mainly concerned, and the various aspects of treatment 
and care for which they are responsible. Professor Grundy also discusses statistical 
methods, the control of infectious disease and the role of international organisations.

LIVINGSTONE, THE DOCTOR: His Life and Travels. A Study in 
Medical History.

Although somewhat pedestrian in style, this book is a useful addition to the medical 

history of Southern and Central Africa. The author, a Rhodesian medical officer with 

long experience of tropical conditions, was able to consult much manuscript material 

largely neglected by Livingstone’s carlier biographers. The brief opening chapter is a 
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valuable and expert summary of Livingstone’s contribution to the study and treatment 
of African diseases. The others contain a straightforward narrative of his life and 
explorations, distinguished only by detailed quotations of all that he wrote on medical 


topics. There are, however, many careless factual errors, which make the book 
unreliable as a biography. (616)

principles, opens with general chapters, and proceeds to sections on chemistry, 
histology, bacteriology, haematology, and, among the material new to this edition, 
sections on blood transfusion technique and on physiology. Clear and careful step-by- 
step instructions are given for techniques, and their advantages and disadvantages are 
analysed. Tables and a glossary complete the volume, for which technicians at the 
Brompton Hospital, London, and the Pneumoconiosis Research Unit, South African 
Institute for Medical Research, Johannesburg, are responsible. (616-07)

Logical and medical students, and also as a reference book for qualified technicians. 

Himself a teacher and examiner, Mr. Culling has set out his material admirably, first 

briefly reviewing theory then giving full details of method, dealing most thoroughly 

with the most complex subjects. After two introductory chapters, there are two 
sections on fixation, processing and section cutting, and on stains, impregnations and 
mountants. Mr. Culling then deals with special procedures, such as autoradiography, 
and with the techniques used in preparing and presenting museum specimens. Finally, 
there are seven chapters on the microscope.

For clinical endocrinologists, this authoritative, fully documented monograph assesses 
the value of world contributions to this subject, dealing summarily with work prior 
to 1947, and more particularly with results published between that year and 1957. 
Limited for the most part to studies of the gonadal, pituitary, placental and adrenal 
hormones, with a short discussion on insulin, it is specially concerned with methods 
evolved since 1946 by the Clinical Endocrinology Research Unit, Medical Research 
Council, of whose scientific staff Dr. Loraine is a member. Dr. Loraine advises 
regarding the most suitable methods to use in clinical investigations and discusses 
their application to diagnosis, prognosis and treatment; he suggests in what kind of 


study assay methods may be successfully employed, and along which lines further 
research is required.

The other 
specialists write on subjects within their own province, A. R. Harrison on medical 
problems, K. F. Anderson on chemotherapy, T. L. Chapman on perurethral prostatic 
resection, J. D. Fergusson on prostatic cancer and D. M. Wallace on bladder tumours.

To provide a balanced, critical account of present-day problems, 

Professor Mcllwain has traced the development of synthetic drugs through the last 

century; and from these beginnings he surveys methods and principles in chemo- 

therapy and then fully considers their application to the development of drugs for the 
treatment of various types of mental disorder. In a final chapter he discusses the nature 
and results of chemotherapeutic trial. A comprehensive, excellently documented 

monograph, essential to research workers in this field. (616-8)

The Consultant Orthopaedic Surgeon, Central Middlesex Hospital, London, has had 

the co-operation of several specialist colleagues in this detailed textbook for students, 

and practical reference book for the junior surgeon, which supersedes the earlier 

A Complete Outline of Fractures. Broadly, Mr. Bonnin proceeds from the consideration 

of general principles to complications, the treatment of compound fractures and of 

difficulties of union, and pathological fractures. He discusses plaster of Paris technique, 
anaesthesia and apparatus before dealing in twenty-one chapters with fractures of 
individual bones. Two of these are by T. G. I. James and J. N. Barron who respec- 
tively write on fractures of the skull and of the face and jaw. The format is good, the 
illustrations effective and the references adequate. (617) 


BURNS: Pathology and Therapeutic Applications. Simon Sevitt. Butterworth, 
37s.6d.

The Consultant Pathologist to the Birmingham Accident Hospital and Medical 
Research Council Burns Research Unit here provides a review of the world literature 
on this subject, and also incorporates the results of his ten years’ experience, including 
some findings published here for the first time. The effects of burns on the skin occupy 
five chapters, which are followed by two on infection and one on mortality from 
burns. Fourteen chapters deal with effects on the various systems and organs, 
approached from a mainly functional standpoint, and relating pathological changes 
to clinical aspects, elucidating therapeutic measures, and stating the problems where 
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there are still differences of opinion. Two final chapters are concerned with special 
types of burn, such as flash, radiation, electrical and chemical burns. This is an 
important monograph for the specialist. (617)

The purpose of this book is 
to present facts, probabilities and possibilities in such a way that they are clearly 
distinguishable and, as such, can form a basis for study and consideration by thoughtful 
people everywhere. The authors, who are members of the British Interplanetary 
Society, have reviewed and summarised much of the existing literature on the subject 
and the book is ideal for those who want to obtain an accurate, comprehensive and 
up-to-date picture of the whole field. This is the first book to give details of the first 
Russian satellite launching, and it also describes the progress of the American

The author, U. F. Richardson, has had long experience in the Colonial 
Veterinary Service in Uganda and in this second edition he is joined by S. B. Kendall 
who has been for some years in Tanganyika. The text has been revised and brought 
up to date to incorporate recent advances as, for example, those in chemotherapy. 
There is a bibliography of some 200 references. It is clearly set out and the general 
production is excellent. The book is intended not only for the degree student and the 
postgraduate student of tropical veterinary medicine but also for the field officer in 
the United Kingdom and abroad.

ENGINEERING PROPERTIES AND APPLICATIONS’ OF 
PLASTICS. Gilbert Ford Kinney. Chapman & Hall, 54s. 1957. 24 cm. 
286 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

Compiled by the Professor of Chemical Engineering at the United States Naval 

Post-graduate school, Monterey, this work reviews in broad outline the properties 

of plastics. It is not intended for the advanced specialist; it is an excellent source of 

reference for engineers and other users of plastics who require a general technological 
background. After reviewing the properties of the various plastics, the author 
considers fabrication, engineering and physical properties. A brief outline is also 
given of the chemistry of various materials. Useful tables are provided correlating 
general properties and price against chemical type and trade names, but this data 
relates to American products and fresh information would be needed in many cases 
by overseas readers. The book, regrettably, lacks a bibliography. (668-4)

MAN-MADE FIBRES. (Formerly Artificial Fibres) R. W. Moncrieff. 
3rd edition. National Trade Press, 65s. 1957. 22 cm. 672 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This work was first published as Artificial Fibres in 1950. The third edition is double 

the size of the original volume, a clear indication of developments in this field. The 

author, a well-known consultant, has if anything improved on the high standard of 
the earlier edition. After reviewing the structure and properties of man-made fibres, 
he considers the cellulosic, alginic, protein and fully synthetic fibres and processing 
methods in some detail. New chapters cover specific cellulose derivatives and the 
newer fully synthetic fibres. Additional data are included on processing methods. 

The work is well documented with references to the original literature and the 

numerous clear illustrations do much to enhance the text. This comprehensive work 

will be of great interest to advanced students and to those directly engaged on 
production and research in the textile and associated branches of the chemical 

industry.

GREAT BIBLE PICTURES. Selected by Margaret H. Bulley. Batsford,

In compiling this religious ‘picture book’, Miss Bulley has addressed herself mainly 
to school and training college libraries and to people interested in the interrelation of 
religion and art. On the page opposite each reproduction is a condensed extract from 
the Bible identifying the scene or character depicted. Though her selection is strongly 
personal (about one third of the illustrations are from Rembrandt and Michelangelo 
alone) and the wisdom of including isolated details which do not illustrate the 
captions may be questioned, the thoughtfulness and sincerity which have gone into 
the making of this book should appeal to the readers for whom it was designed.

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THE BEGINNINGS OF CHRISTIAN ART. D. Talbot Rice. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 42s. 1957. 23 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Written by a leading authority on Byzantine art, this book contains a useful set of 

illustrations and information of value to those who already know a little on the 

subject. The title is somewhat misleading: the theme of the book might be more 
accurately defined as the Byzantine element in early Christian art, and the survival 
of Byzantine painting in Greece and the Balkans from the 13th to the 16th century, 
to which the fifth and final section is mainly devoted. The liturgical and icono- 
graphical aspects of early Christian art are not adequately explained, but the influence 
of Byzantine models on Carolingian, Ottonian, and Anglo-Saxon art is examined 
in some detail.

THE LIFE OF CHRIST IN MASTERPIECES OF ART and 
the words of the New Testament. Introduction by Marvin Ross. Max Parrish, $s. 
1957. 33 cm. 126 pages. 42 colour plates. 

This attractively planned book is introduced by a concise account of the life of 

Christ in art with notes on the works reproduced. Opposite each colour plate is the 

relevant passage from the Bible, describing the episode depicted. There is a wide 

range of media—mosaic, enamels, illuminated manuscripts, paintings and sculptures 

—as well as artists, resulting in a book which will provide students of the iconography 

of Christ with a corpus of examples. Mr. Marvin Ross, the compiler, has held several 

important posts in American museums; he has done his work impeccably, as has the 

Chanticleer Press of New York who prepared and produced the volume.

University, Tokyo, knows his objects at first hand and writes of them with 

enthusiasm. The inclusion of ‘minor’ arts such as textiles, porcelain and lacquer-work 

makes his book a useful supplement to the recently published Pelican History of 

Japanese Art which dealt only with architecture and painting.

THE ACROPOLIS. Gerhart Rodenwaldt. Translated from the German.

This superbly produced study was originally published in 1930 and remains in many 

respects unsurpassed. Dr. Rodenwaldt’s essay is a brilliant exposition of the aesthetic 

history of the architecture and sculpture of the Acropolis and the political history 
which lay behind their creation. He lays special stress on the Greek tendency not to 
plan such a precinct as a whole but to treat each statue or temple as a separate — 

Walter Hege’s plates, now even better reproduced, can only be described as masterly 

in their definition and their use of light and shade. (720-938)

STANDARD CATALOGUE OF THE COINS OF GREAT 
BRITAIN & IRELAND. 1958 edition. Compiled by Herbert Allen

Illustrations. Paper covers. 

This catalogue is of use to both the student and the collector because it gives the 

current price for coins ‘in average condition’. It is to be noted that “average condition’ 

means “VF’ (very fine) which applies to coins having ‘only slight wear or damage’. 

‘Condition’ in coin collecting is, in fact, increasingly important, and the value of 

examples of ‘VF’ and higher states of coins is rising. The interest of this catalogue is 

enhanced by the inclusion of a series of drawings of early mint marks. (737°4)

ENGLISH CHURCH PLATE, 597-1830. Charles Oman. Oxford 
University Press, 168s. 1957. 28 cm. 326 pages. 200 plates. Bibliography. Indexes. 
In this specialist monograph by the Keeper of the Department of Metalwork, Victoria 
& A’bert Museum, London, notable features of the text are the consideration given 
to the part which church plate has played in national life, the inclusion of plate made 
for English Roman Catholics as well as that for use in the Established Church, and 
the excellent manner in which a complex, antiquarian subject is brcken down into 
well-defined sections. The plates illustrate chalices, pattens, rcliquaries, communion 
cups, altar flagons, alms dishes and other articles used in church services. The biblio- 
graphy is classified by countics and the indexes cover both names and extant pieces 
of plate topographically arranged. Mr. Oman’s book is the first authoritative account 
of the subject and shows a nice balance between expertise in one particular branch of 
old silver and ecclesiology. (739°2) 


MONUMENTAL BRASSES. James Mann. Penguin Books, 5s. boards, 
1957. 18 cm. 40 pages of text. 32 pages of illustrations. Bibliography. Index. (King 
Penguin Books) 

Memorial brasses are an important source for the study of medieval costume, armour 

and heraldry. In this brief introduction to the subject the Director of the Wallace 

Collection, London, who is also an authority on armour, discusses the different 

types, chronology, inscriptions and decorative features of English brasses (with a 

few references to continental examples), concluding with an index listing the more 

important English specimens under countics. The plates are printed in sepia which 
gives an agreeable effect on the page though somewhat different from the appearance 
of the originals. (739°5)

INTERIORS. A Record of some of the Changes in Interior Design and 
Furniture of the English Home from Mediaeval Times to the Present Day. 
Margaret and Alexander Potter. Murray, 15s. 1957. 28-5 cm. 48 pages. Numerous 
illustrations (some in colour). Bibliography. 

This absorbing and well assembled record of English domestic interior design covers 

furniture, decoration, ceilings, fireplaces, staircases, ctc., and presents ‘design’ and 

‘construction’ together, explaining the changing shape of manufactured articles and 

describing structural techniques. It is divided into periods: Gothic, Renaissance, 

Restoration, 18th Century, Regency, Victorian, and 20th Century. The illustrations 

for each include a sketch of a dwelling and a picture of at least one typical room 
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Most of the rooms and houses described and illustrated exist and the furniture has 
been drawn from actual examples. The text is succinct and informative, and the 
drawings are beautifully clear and instructive. Any reader interested in interior design 
will find this a most rewarding book to study. (747)

A DICTIONARY OF ABSTRACT PAINTING preceded by a 
History of Abstract Painting. Michel Seuphor. Translated from the French by 
Lionel Izod, John Montague and Francis Scarfe. Methuen, 42s. 19$7. 21°5 cm. 
316 pages. Numerous illustrations (the majority in colour). Bibliography. 
Part I seeks first to define abstract painting and then gives a history and review of it 
from the launching of the movement round about 1910 to the present day. Three 
appendices to this section give Severini’s manifesto on Neo-futurist Plastic Art; 
Malevitch’s views on Suprematism; and Mondrian’s ideas in outline on The New 
Plastic Approach to Painting. A chronological table shows the parallel evolution of 
abstract art in different countries. The dictionary gives particulars of the world’s 
leading abstract painters, their particular characteristics and their exhibitions, 
concluding often with a bibliography. The general bibliography includes periodicals, 
catalogues and articles as well as books. Anyone interested in or curious about abstract 
painting will find this a useful volume for study or reference, well arranged and well 
illustrated.

and the first painter to find inspiration in the exotic scenery and inhabitants of the 

South Sea Islands. His pictures have a wide appeal which this volume will foster.

In showing how Rembrandt’s mature style came to 
differ from the exuberant, often theatrical art of the Counter-Reformation the 
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author establishes an interesting dialectic between what may be broadly called the 
Catholic and Protestant approaches to religious art. Rembrandt’s Bible illustrations 
do not belong exclusively to either category, but are a personal statement characterised 
by reticence, pathos and humanity. The book may be recommended to Rembrandt 
specialists as well as to students of religious art.

Fei Ch’eng Wu not only describes the actual craft and tools, but opens with a succinct 

historical account of Chinese painting and its relationship with the highly esteemed 

sister-art of calligraphy. There are numerous illustrations reproducing the author's 
and other artists’ work which give the reader an insight into the special quality of 
this technique in which pictures are ‘written rather than drawn’.

Dr. Hunt has been a leading participant in 
this work and has also had considerable experience in introducing the ideas of colour 
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theory to technical personnel. The Reproduction of Colour is the fruit of his labours in 
these fields, and in a remarkably lucid fashion covers the principles of additive and 
subtractive three-colour reproduction, colour measurements and calculations, colour 
correction by masking, and the principles of colour photography, three and four- 
colour printing and colour television. It will become a standard work for scientists 
and technicians in these and allied industries, but will be above the reach of the 
average amateur photographer.

The introduction by the President of the Royal Photographic Society of Great 

Britain reviews developments in photography in a number of countries, R. H. Mason 

states the case for pictorial photography, and Mervyn Levy pleads for more honesty 

in creative photography.

THOMAS TOMKINS, 1572-1656. Denis Stevens, Macmillan, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
226 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Discography. Bibliography. Index. 

This erudite but very readable book fills a gap in our knowledge of the important 

period covered by Tomkins’s long life. It contains a good deal of new information 

about Tomkins’s family and life, in which his most productive period was during 
his service as organist in Worcester Cathedral. Indeed, some of his finest music was 
written during the siege of the town in the Civil War. Though the largest part of his 
output was church music, Tomkins composed much for keyboard and for string 

consorts. Mr. Stevens brings to a comparative and critical estimate of this music a 

wide knowledge of the period, and shows him as a vital link between the earlier 

Stuart composers and those of Purcell’s generation. No serious student of English 

music and no worth-while music library should fail to acquire this volume.

THE BRITISH UNION-CATALOGUE OF EARLY MUSIC 
PRINTED BEFORE THE YEAR r8or. A record of the holdings of 
over one hundred libraries throughout the British Isles. Edited by Edith B. 
Schnapper. 2 vols. Butterworth, {21. 1957. 28° cm. 1,206 pages. Index. 

The basis of this wide catalogue is the holding of the British Museum; but the scope 

of its entries, well in excess off 55,000, is sufficiently indicated by the title. The coverage 
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(which includes Eire) extends to permanent collections in the older universities, 
cathedrals, schools of music, public libraries and various learned institutions. The 
entries are arranged alphabetically by composer, with those for anonyma, and certain 
generic headings, in the one order. There is a separate title index for vocal works, of 
over 10,000 entries. The symbols for the libraries follow each main entry. As a means 
of locating an immense quantity of fine music, whether for study or performance, 
this splendid publication, the fruit of eleven years’ work, made possible firstly by a 
benefaction by the late Gerald Cooper, and, in the later stages, by the generosity of 
the Pilgrim Trust, is indispensable to all libraries serving musical organisations of any 
kind.

THE CRITIC AT THE OPERA. Dennis Arundell. Benn, 42s. 1957. 
22 cm. 424 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Indexes. 
This ingenious book gives a chronological history of opera as produced in London, 
whether composed by English or foreign musicians. Mr. Arundell, an experienced 
producer of opera, draws freely on contemporary criticism, from the time of Sir 
William Davenant in 1656, to Beecham’s last great season of 1913. The later parts 
of the book read like an anthology with a commentary, which, incidentally, illustrates 
the fallibility of the critics. Students of operatic history will enjoy these readable and 
informative pages, but may wish that, besides social and artistic reasons for success 
or failure, Mr. Arundell had tried to assess the influence of the actual music in these 
respects. (782-1) 


FAMOUS MOZART OPERAS. An analytical guide for the opera-goer 
and armchair listener. Spike Hughes. Hale, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. 254 pages. Musical 
examples. Indexes. 

The operas discussed here are: Die Entfiihrung, Figaro, Don Giovanni, Cosi fan tutte 

and Die Zauberfléte. The author, being a man of the theatre besides composer and 

critic, realises that opera depends for its fullest appreciation on the understanding of 
the visual element in combination with the musical. So he devotes much space to 
explaining the action in relation to the score, and again the score in relation to 
character and the dramatic situation. The discophile will be grateful for his 
explanations of Mozart’s many subtleties of modulation and harmony in their 
bearing on particular episodes and the structure of each opera as a whole. Mr. Hughes 
has painstakingly gone back to the original libretti, which contain many stage 
directions ignored by modern producers. (782-1) 


HANDEL’S MESSIAH: Origins, Composition, Sources. Jens Peter Larsen. 
Black, 40s. 1957. 24 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

The outstanding part of this book by the Professor of Musicology in the University 

of Copenhagen is the hundred pages devoted to the sources of Messiah. Professor 

Larsen evaluates the autograph in relation to contemporary copies and early printed 

editions. In the copies, he establishes the first certain identification of those in the 

hand of J. C. Smith the elder, Handel’s amanuensis, and distinguishes them from 
thirteen other copyists working in Handel’s circle. The tabulation of all these, with 
the addition of watermarks and paper sizes, is masterly, and is extended from Messiah 
to cover all Handel’s major works. Here is a new means of determining the correct 
text of Handel which ought, in time. to revolutionise standards of performance. 
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The chapters on origins and composition analyse the background and Handel’s 
method of working. All who play and study Messiah should read this lucid and 
scholarly book. (783-3) 


OLD BUSH SONGS AND RHYMES OF COLONIAL TIMES. 
Enlarged and revised from the collection of A. B. Paterson. Douglas Stewart and 
Nancy Keesing. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia), 25s. 1957. 24 cm. 318 pages. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 

In this comprehensive collection of Australia’s bush songs, the editors have brought 

together the songs and rhymes of the Australian people from the earliest days of 

settlement to the present time. Based on ‘Banjo’ Paterson’s Old Bush Songs, first 
published in 1905, the present volume contains much new material, which has been 
collected from early colonial books and newspapers or from the personal recollections 
of old-timers. In the preface, Miss Keesing discusses the various types of songs 
included in the collection—songs of the convicts, the farmers and stockmen, the 
pioneers and explorers and gold-diggers, all of which furnish a vivid and entertaining 
background to many aspects of Australian life. (784-4)

THE MEDIEVAL THEATRE IN THE ROUND. A Study of the 
Staging of The Castle of Perseverance and Related Matters. Richard Southern.

Dr. Southern is well known as an oustanding expert on theatre construction and 

scenic design, and he has written a number of books on the Elizabethan, the Georgian 

and the Victorian theatre. He now turns to the theatre of the Middle Ages and minutely 
and exhaustively examines the subject of the circular theatre of the period. Using as 
his field of exploration the manuscript of the early miracle play The Castle of 

Perseverance, which has miraculously survived and which contains a plan of a theatre 

for its presentation, the author analyses the text and the stage directions meticulously 

and presents to us his deductions and discoveries. The book will be essential to the 

student and the specialist. (792-0942)

VICTORIAN BALLET GIRL. The Tragic Story of Clara Webster. 
Ivor Guest. Black, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Clara Webster’s muslin skirts caught alight from an unprotected lamp-row when 
she was dancing at Drury Lane Theatre in December 1844. She died from her burns 
three days later, twenty-three years old and on the threshold of a career of high 
promise. As thorough in gathering his material as he is lively in using it, Mr. Guest 
tells her story against the detailed period background of her profession, and makes an 
admirable addition to his historical studies of roth century ballet. (792-8)

INTERNATIONAL FILM ANNUAL. No. 1. Calder, 25s. 1957. 
24°§ cm. 168 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 

This book is an anthology of miscellaneous articles of varying merit by film-makers 
and critics; while some survey current production in different countries, others 
(including contributions from writers such as Sir Michael Balcon, Darryl Zanuck, 
Trevor Howard, Orson Welles, C. A. Lejeune and Peter Ustinov) deal briefly with 
specific topics, for example the adaptation of classics of literature to the screen, film- 
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making in Greece, film music, etc. The book is very generously illustrated with 
photographs, some of which are in not very satisfactory colour.

Ben Hogan, one of the greatest American golfers of all time and the winner of many 
championships between 1946 and 1957, is associated with the Golf Editor of the 
American periodical Sports Illustrated in this very attractively produced book which 
deals with all the basic movements of the game. It follows and is complementary to 
his book Power Golf (1949). Based on Hogan’s twenty-five years’ experience as 
player, observer and teacher, it provides, with the aid of many excellently clear 
drawings, first-class instruction in the grip, stance and posture and the swing.

GERVASUTTI’S CLIMBS. Giusto Gervasutti. Translated from the Italian 
by Nea Morin and Janet Adam Smith. Hart-Davis, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 202 pages. 
Illustrations. 
This is an account of the splendid climbs of a magnificent mountaineer. It makes 
fascinating reading. His friend’s preface describes Gervasutti as “the greatest Italian 
mountaineer, indeed one of the greatest mountaineers of all time’. Climbs in the 
Dolomites, on the Mt. Blanc Chain, the Matterhorn and in the Andes are included, 
The translation is very smooth, but an index would have been welcome. —_ (79652) 


THE SKI RUNS OF SWITZERLAND. James Riddell. Michael Joseph, 
358. 1957. 23 cm. 360 pages. 46 photographs. 28 maps by Freda Nichols. Index. 
Within the last ten years or so, the sport of ski-ing has become exceedingly popuiar, 
and thousands of enthusiasts visit the Continent every year to participate in this 
thrilling pastime in wonderful surroundings. This exceedingly well-produced volume 
therefore is a much needed reference book for all skiers, as it gives accurate and 
detailed descriptions of the ski-runs and country of the winter sports centres of 
Switzerland. Written by an expert who has done all the runs described with two or 
three exceptions, it is amply supplied with clear illustrations and accurate maps of the 


grounds and slopes. (796-93) 


YACHTING WORLD ANNUAL, 10958. A_ ‘Yachting World 
Publication. Iliffe, 35s. 1957. 28 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
This year’s edition covers a wide variety of yachting events and data with well 
written articles which include, among others, a history of yachting rules, the seasons 
in Scandinavia and the United States, and an account of the U.S. Carina winning 
both the Transatlantic and Fastnet races, the first boat ever to achieve the double 
victory. Nearly half the book is rightly devoted to yacht designs of all types from the 
yards of Britain, Holland, Denmark, America, Italy, Spain and India, and each is 
illustrated with plans and photographs. Among the appendices of a publication that 
should appeal to all yachtsmen is a summary of British yachts built during 1957 anda 
list of racing results.

THE HORSEMAN’S YEAR. Edited by Lt-Colonel W. E. Lyon 
Collins, 16s. 1957. 23 cm. 160 pages. Numerous photographs. Drawings by Snaffies, 
John Board and others. Bibliography. 


This twelfth annual edition maintains the established high standard of well-written 
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text and fine illustrations, and covers the horse in his main activities in many parts of 
the world. There are sections on: National Hunt, flat and point-to-point racing in 
Britain; trotting, polo and horse-shows; horses of Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and the Cape of Good Hope; racing in Italy ; famous long distance rides; the Schumann 
circus horses, and horses on the films; children and ponies. The volume concludes with 
a list of books worth reading, to which category this one should be added. _—_ (798) 


RIDING MADE EASY. B. L. Kearley. Country Life, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
126 pages. Illustrations by John Lobban. Index. 
In this excellent book the author gives priority of space to pictures over text, both 
of which are clear and concise. Every aspect of learning to ride is covered and no 
previous knowledge is assumed. The fullest detail is given of kit for the rider whether 
hacking or hunting, choosing and equipping the horse, selecting a riding-school, 
riding training from mounting to jumping, and work in the stables. For good measure, 
there are self-examination questions with answers. (798-2) 


COARSE FISHING WITH THE EXPERTS. Edited by John Norman. 
Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 208 pages. Diagrams. (Angling Times Series) 
Thirteen of the leading British anglers of the past century are represented in this 
pleasant book on coarse fishing. The fishing wisdom of some of the older anglers is 
rinted here with that of present-day experts and the result is a readable and stimulating 
book. There is much valuable detail of method and technique as well as stories of 
exciting angling incidents. (799-1) 


TALES OF A WILDFOWLER. W. A. Cadman. Collins, 21s. 1957. 
22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Peter Scott. 
A fascinating story of wildfowling in Great Britain likely to have real appeal to 
wildfowlers the world over. The author is a senior officer of the Forestry Commission 
in Wales and brings to his subject a wide knowledge of ornithology and the science 
of the wildfowler. He displays a happy facility in evoking the world of the marsh 
and the mudflat. Peter Scott’s illustrations add greatly to the charm of the book, 
which is strongly recommended to anyone who has ever sensed goose fever and the 
thrill of the wild chorus, or would like to have that unique experience. (799-24)

THE STRANGE ISLANDS. Thomas Merton. Hollis & Carter, 15s. 

1957. 22 cm. 96 pages. 

The author first became famous through his autobiography Elected Silence and 
published a book of extremely accomplished poems in 1950. The present volume 
has been written during the last seven years, which Mr. Merton has spent at a 
Trappist monastery in Kentucky. The first and last sections are devoted to short 
poems in free verse which sum up the confusion of the world of secular civilisation 
and contrast it with the calm of nature and of the contemplative life. The middle 
section consists of an allegory, “The Tower of Babel’, which dramatises the bewilder- 
ment of modern man as to how best to harness his energies. (811-5) 
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English Literature 
FROM BLAKE TO BYRON. Edited by Boris Ford. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 314 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (The Pelican 
Guide to English Literature. Vol. 5) 
This fifth volume follows the pattern of its predecessors by presenting essays on 
selected authors and aspects of the literature of the specified period followed by a 
detailed appendix of biographies and bibliographies. The contributors include both 
well-known and less-known critics, and in their separate essays they discuss Crabbe, 
Burns, Scott, Jane Austen, Wordsworth, Coleridge, Shelley, and Keats, besides 
Blake and Byron. There are also general chapters on the Social Setting, the Character 
of Literature in the period, and contemporary English Painting. (820-9) 


English Poetry Australian Poetry 
MEDIEVAL ENGLISH POETRY: The Non-Chaucerian Tradition. 
John Spiers. Faber, 42s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 406 pages. Index. 

A valuable contribution to the understanding of medieval poetry outside Chaucer 
and Langland. Mr. Spiers claims that it should not be left to language specialists, but 
that the poetic skill and significance of these anonymous poems merit serious critical 
appreciation. His treatment of the imagery and symbolism of the Romances and the 
Miracle Plays is particularly illuminating, and he shows how knowledge of medieval 
art and of early ritual drama may help towards a greater understanding. It also 
becomes clear that some of the qualities of non-Chaucerian medieval poetry point 
forward to the finest work of the Elizabethan pocts. (821-1) 


THE METAPHYSICAL POETS. Selected and edited by Helen Gardner. 
Penguin Books, ss. 1957. 18 cm. 328 pages. Indexes. Paper covers. (The Penguin 
Poets) 

So much critical and textual work has been done on the Metaphysical poets since 

the publication of Grierson’s anthology in 1921 that there is room now for another 

scholarly selection, different but equally authoritative. It comes from Miss Gardner, 

Donne’s present editor and Reader in Renaissance English Literature in the 

University of Oxford. Her choice is somewhat wider in range than Grierson’s, 

including examples from poets who anticipate Donne (e.g., Fulke Greville, Raleigh, 

Southwell) and from additional minor figures, notably Waller, Fanshawe, Traherne, 

and Rochester. The contribution from the major religious lyricists has also been 

substantially changed in consequence of recent research, her own included. Miss 

Gardner provides a helpful preface on the characteristics of metaphysical poetry, 

and a brief biography and bibliography for each writer. No reader of poetry, 

specialist or otherwise, should neglect this outstanding volume. (821-4) 


THE MOODS OF LOVE. Laurence Collinson. Overland (Melbourne, 
Australia), 18s.9d. 1957. 25 cm. 94 pages. 
The author is one of Australia’s younger poets whose work has been published for 
some years in the literary magazines. This is his first published collection of poetry 
and it reveals Mr. Collinson as a most observant poet who clothes his reflections in 
precise and evocative imagery. The lyrics describe many aspects of life and love, 
with penetrating glances at children in all their moods, and sympathetic portraits of 
people and attitudes. In the sonnet sequence “The Moods of Love’, he shows that he 
is capable of developing a sustained theme within a strict poetic pattern. The volume 


is beautifully printed. (821-9A) 
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POEMS: 1940-1955. Ernest G. Moll. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia), 
258. 1957. 22°5 cm. 254 pages. Index. 
This volume comprises five books of poetry previously published by the author, 
Cut from Mulga, Brief Waters, Beware the Cuckoos, The Waterhole and The Lifted Spear. 
Throughout them all runs an intense love of the Australian landscape, etched in a 
variety of poetic forms. Moll frequently uses the concise sonnet form, particularly 
for his more philosophic thoughts, but perhaps his best work lies in the long poem 
The Waterhole in which he sees the tranquillity of a timeless land destroyed by the 
restless advance of man. The simplicity of his style is enhanced by his gift for vivid 
imagery. (821-9A)

AS YOU LIKE IT. William Shakespeare. Edited by Sir Arthur Quiller- 
Couch and John Dover Wilson. Cambridge University Press, 5s. 1957. 18 cm. 
106 pages. (The Cambridge Pocket Shakespeare) 

This is among the first titles of a new popular Shakespeare series, specially designed 

for the actor and the general reader. The text is the same as that of the full-length 

New Cambridge Shakespeare; the notes and introduction are omitted but the glossary 

is reproduced. This series is being published to accompany the issue by the Argo 

Company, under the auspices of the British Council, of a set of gramophone 

recordings of the complete works of Shakespeare, spoken by members of the 

Cambridge University Marlowe Society. (822-3)

POPULAR FICTION 100 YEARS AGO. Margaret Dalziel. 
Cohen & West, 20s. 1957. 22 cm. 196 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Miss Dalzic] puts us in her debt with a book the subject of which she rightly describes 
as ‘an unexplored tract of literary history’. Since reading matter which millions con- 
sume avidly in one generation is often found unreadable later, we tend to have only 
a hazy impression of the literary tastes of our forefathers. The present book gives 
full and precise information about the ‘penny dreadfuls’ and other types of fiction 
published in Britain for the unmoneyed masses in the middle decades of the last 
century. It is a fascinating story fascinatingly told, and though much of the fiction 
surveyed is absurd, and some perverse, Miss Dalziel finds little ground for optimism 
when comparing contemporary popular taste with that of a century ago. (823-8) 


English Humour Canadian Humour 
THE BODLEY HEAD LEACOCK. Edited and introduced by 
J. B. Priestley. Bodley Head, 20s. 1957. 19°5 cm. 464 pages. 

Stephen Leacock, for many years one of the most prominent teachers at McGill 
University, Montreal, was far better known to the British public as a humorist, and 
in particular as a literary parodist. This latter reputation in Mr. Priestley’s view does 
him less than justice, and in this extremely varied selection he has presented Leacock 
as a hard-hitting satirist. The book contains plenty of familiar favourites such as 
Oxford As I See It and My Financial Career, but many readers will discover from 
Mr. Priestley’s choice an unsuspected breadth of range in Leacock’s work. Miss 
Barbara Nimmo, Leacock’s niece, contributes an interesting personal memoir.

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MY UNCLE HARRY. Geoffrey Willams. Max Parrish, 10s.6d. 1957, 
20°5 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations. 

A brief but sharply outlined sketch of a rapidly vanishing species, the British clubman, 
Uncle Harry was born in the eighties, sauntered through the Edwardian era with 
gaicty and discretion, retired early after an obscure though respectable career in the 
diplomatic service and his existence is now centred upon his club. Mr. Willans 
depicts him in a series of characteristic poses, disapproving of a new member, buyi 

a hat, advising on marriage; his description is powerfully reinforced by a strikingly 
original set of period photographs. (827°9) 


Icelandic Literature 
THE SAGA OF GUNNLAUG SERPENT-TONGUE. Translated 
from the Icelandic by R. Quirk. Edited with Introduction and Notes by P. G, 
Foote. Nelson, 18s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 118 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. (Icelandic 
Texts) 
This first volume in a new series will be welcomed by all students of Icelandic 
literature. The Icelandic text is given on the left-hand page with the English translation 
on the right. Both have brief but very useful footnotes. The Introduction, commenting 
on the literary background to the saga, its sources, date and place of composition, 
and chronology, is excellent. An appendix provides a valuable little glossary of 
technical terms. All in all, a well-balanced edition which is extremely readable and 
should therefore appeal almost as much to the growing circle of general readers 
interested in saga literature as it will to the serious student. (839-6) 


Danish Literature 
THREE COMEDIES. Ludvig Holberg. English text and introduction by 
Reginald Spink. Heinemann, 7s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 98 pages. (The Drama Library) 

These merry plays are the work of the first indigenous Danish writer, Ludvig Holberg 
(1684-1754), who was not only the father of Danish literature but pre-eminent among 
European writers of his time. Reginald Spink’s modern English versions, each 
somewhat condensed and altered to simplify stage presentation, include the short 
three-act comedy, The Transformed Peasant, one of the masterpieces, which satirises 
an ignorant and foolish peasant, The Arabian Powder, a one-act comedy, a satire on 
the follies of a would-be alchemist, and The Healing Spring, a typical comedy of 
intrigue in a prologue and one act. (839-8124)

Geography Travel Description 

GEOGRAPHY IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. A _ Study 
of Growth, Fields, Techniques, Aims and Trends. Edited by Griffith Taylor. 
3rd edition. Methuen, 45s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 686 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Now established as a valuable textbook at the advanced level, this composite work 

by a number of specialists has reached its third edition. Since the first edition chapters 

have been added on the following subjects: cartography, aerial geography, and the 

relations of geography and history. The editor, Griffith Taylor, is one of the most 

stimulating writers on geography, and there are several chapters from his pen on 

Longs racial geography and urban geography; he adds for good measure a 

useful glossary of geographical terms. There are bibliographical notes to most 
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chapters and a rather inadequate index. It should be remembered that this is a book 
about geography for geographers rather than a book of geography for students.

JOURNEY TO JAVA. Harold Nicolson. Constable, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 


262 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
A generous seventieth birthday present was spent by the author on a voyage with 
his wife to the Far East, and repaid by the dedication of a diary written with the 
urbanity one would expect. Life on board a Dutch liner and brief trips ashore are 
described with detached wit. More important is the author’s mental voyage, on a 
raft of books, in search of the nature of causeless melancholy and of intellectual 
adventure in general. The book is to the ordinary travel book as vintage port is to 
‘port style’. It is essentially for the discriminating palate. (910-4) 


ENGLAND. Geoffrey Grigson and Edwin Smith. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 
197. 31 cm. 72 pages of text. 200 photographs (8 in colour) by Edwin Smith. 
Map. 

This superb volume presents the glories of England—bcautiful landscapes, famous 

and historic scenes and buildings, picturesque cottages. Yet the splendid photographs 

are surprisingly unhackneyed, and one can well believe that, as the publishers state, 
they were chosen from more than 2,500 photographs specially taken by Mr. Edwin 

Smith over a period of three years. Mr. Grigson’s introduction and copious notes 

are skilful and well-informed, and the book is beautifully produced. (914-2) 


CALABRIA AND THE AEOLIAN ISLANDS. Eric and Barbara 
Whelpton. Hale, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Poor, difficult of access and often forbidding in respect of accommodation, climate 
and food, Calabria has in the past deterred all but the adventurous traveller and 
nothing has been written on it to replace Norman Douglas’s classic travel book. 
The Acolian islands, however, have recently won a vogue as holiday resorts. This 
book, while making no claim to rival Douglas’s on the literary plane, provides a 
wealth of up-to-date and useful information for the traveller, and is more reliable 
on practical than on historical details. It is particularly helpful on the islands (not 
mentioned by Douglas), and the photographs are first-class. (914°5) 


TOLEDO. Victor Crastre. Translated from the French by Nadine Peppard. 
Harrap, 30s. 1957. 24 cm. 146 pages. 95 photographs. (Places of Beauty Series) 
This work is worthy to be included in the Places of Beauty Series. It consists of over 
ninety magnificent photographs and a commentary. Though it centres on Toledo, 
the most fascinating city in Spain, the book is in no sense limited, for the learned 
but extremely readable commentary is in fact a meditation upon Spain from many 
angles: artistic, historical, literary, psychological. The translation is exc-llent.

SPAIN. Photographs by Michael Wolgensinger. Introductory text by Margot 
Schwarz. Phoenix House, 358. 1957. 29 cm. 16 pages of text. 230 photographs 
(including 2 on jacket). 

This book is intended to give a ‘visual survey of the sunlight and shadow of Spanish 

life and landscape’ and it fully achieves this aim in its 230 photographs, which show 

both subtlety and originality. The survey is wide in range so that even well-seasoned 
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travellers in Spain will find something new in these pages, and the sensibly large 
format enables the reader to enjoy details so often lost. This book will delight anyone 
interested in Spain, but in its own right it is a distinguished work and will also appeal 
to all who care for the art of photography. (914-6) 


THE SCANDINAVIAN WORLD. Andrew C. O'Dell. Longmans, 45s. 
1957. 22 cm. $66 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Geographies for 
Advanced Study) 

The author, who is Professor of Geography in the University of Aberdeen, has 

travelled extensively in Scandinavia since 1932. After a brief historical and physical 

introduction, he devotes some three hundred pages to the regional geography of 
the area, dealing with each country separately and including Finland. In the third 
part of the book he studies the economic geography, treating the area as a whole. 

Professor O’Dell maintains the high standard set by previous volumes in this series.

THE MARKET OF SELEUKIA. James Morris. Faber, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
338 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Readers of Mr. Morris’s previous book Sultan in Oman will not be disappointed as 
the author moves through the countries of the Middle East, for here again they will 
find the acute and penctrating observation and characteristic descriptive style. He is 
better on the particular than the general, for it is difficult to steer through the 
ideologies, power politics, nationalism and religious movements at work in the 
Middle East today. It is a pity that he has muddled the Aleppo legend and credited 
Oxford with Queen Dina’s education, but on the broad canvas he knows so well such 
blemishes are few. The chapters on the British, Americans and Russians amid his 
comments on the Arabs and Persians provide food for thought and controversy and 
add to the value of the book for the general reader. The volume is well illustrated 
and the maps are excellent. (915) 


THE FAR EAST. A Social Geography. A. D. C. Peterson. 3rd edition, 
revised. Duckworth, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 334 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This revised edition of a book first published in 1949 covers the area from Western 

Pakistan to Japan and from Far Eastern Russia to Indonesia, including the Philippines. 

The author, now Headmaster of Dover College, served with South-East Asia 

Command in the war and is able to supplement written sources with personal 

knowledge. The approach is strictly objective, and skilful felling has revealed a vast 

wood. A great amount of information on climate, food, social customs and history 
is packed into a short book and attractively presented. An invaluable foundation for 

study, with a useful bibliography attached to each chapter. (915) 


THE LAND OF MIDIAN. H. St. John Philby. Benn, 36s. 1957. 22 cm. 
300 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Philby’s extensive knowledge of the language, the people and the country of North 
West Arabia is put to good use in this record of his 3,000-miles journey of ninety- 
eight days, with its careful observations on the physical features, the tribes and the 
sites of the archacological remains. Philby collected data on thousands of Thamudenic 
and Nabataean inscriptions and drawings, some of which were published by 
Professor Ryckmans in 1956. These notes will be invaluable to the student of 
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geography and archaeology, but the general reader will regret that there are no 
drawings or photographs of the inscriptions or real notes on the history of these 
ancient States. (915-38) 


ANARE. Australia’s Antarctic Outposts. Phillip Law and John Pechervaise. 
Oxford University Press (Melbourne, Australia and London), 60s. 1957. 30 cm. 
176 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Index. 

This well-produced work surveys the progress made by the Australian National 

Antarctic Research Expedition and previous expeditions over the past ten years. It 

has been presented on behalf of the government by the two leaders of more recent 

expeditions, whose experiences and knowledge provide interesting reading. The 
stations established, Mawson, Macquarie Island and Heard Island, have been described 
fully, and their relationship to the rest of the Antarctic Continent is shown. The 
descriptions of everyday living in sub-zero temperatures, and of the hazards en- 
countered in the pursuit of meteorological, geological and zoological data, combine 
with the excellent illustrations to make the volume of special appeal to the general 
reader.

Biography 
HENRY FORD. Roger Burlingame. Hutchinson, 128.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
184 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. (The Stratford Library) 

Henry Ford was one of those giants of industry of which the United States has 
produced so many examples. Uneducated by most standards, he neverthel ss became 
the pioneer of mass production, creating a personal empire and controlling for better 
or oe worse the destinies of many thousands of his employees. This biography 
attempts to present Henry Ford as a human being, dwelling particularly on the 
development of his character and his relations with his fellow beings. The technical 
aspects of car production are not touched on, and the ordinary reader will find the 
book easy going. (92) 


ROBERT HELPMANN. Kathrine Sorley Walker. Rockliff, 15s. 1957. 
22 cm. 126 pages. Illustrations. (“Theatre World’ Monograph No. 9) 
Since arriving in England from Australia in 1933 Robert Helpmann has pursued a 
remarkably wide-ranging theatrical career as dancer, actor, choreographer, producer, 
revue artist, mimic and clown. This career is here described with considerable 
thoroughness and enthusiasm. There is a twenty-one-page list of all the parts he has 
played on stage and screen and some effective personal impressions of him in those 
best known to the author. The photographs, though interesting, unusual and 
especially well captioned, are small and poorly reproduced. (92) 


GEORGINA HOGARTH -AND THE DICKENS CIRCLE. 
Arthur A. Adrian. Oxford University Press, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is likely to remain the definitive biography of the woman who, by her unceasing 

devotion, made herself indispensable to Dickens and during nearly fifty years follow- 

ing his death continued to build her life round his memory. While concentrating 
upon the woman, the author has nevertheless done much to illuminate the character 
of the great writer himself. Even the most learned Dickensian will find in these 
exciting pages a host of new facts, some of them of great interest and significance. 
The book conveys something of the atmosphere, at once gay and febrile, of the 
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Dickens household. It is written with distinction, and almost every paragraph is 
supported by references conveniently assembled next to a full bibliography and 
index. (92) 


WILLIAM MORRIS HUGHES: His Life and Times. W. Farmer Whyte, 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia and London), 50s. 1957. 25 cm. $$0 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

As a life-long friend of his subject the author has spared no effort in the presentation 

of this comprehensive and interesting biography of a great Australian statesman, 

Hughes came from humble origins, but he rose to the rank of Prime Minister during 

the critical years of World War I. He played an important part in the drawing up 

of the Peace Treaty at Versailles, at which he served his country and the Common- 
wealth. As a member of Parliament for over fifty years, he had the opportunity to 
witness the birth of the nation and its development until the time of his death.

MOZART’S JOURNEY TO PRAGUE. Eduard Mérike. Translated 
from the German by Leopold von Loewenstein-Wertheim. Calder, 10s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 94 pages. 

It is just over a hundred years since Mérike’s now classic story first appeared, in 

serial form, in 1855. In this translation, which is accurate and lively but not always 

idiomatic, another generation of Mozart-lovers will be able to enjoy the subtle 

skill and sense of ‘period’ with which Mérike combines facts and character with a 

partly fictional setting. Fascinating as ever are the conversations between the composer 

and his wife, as the coach bears them onwards to the city where Don Giovanni is to be 

produced. The people they meet come to life unerringly. (92) 


NAPOLEON I. Albert Guérard. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 216 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. (The Stratford Library) 
The central point of this study is the personality of Napoleon, the key, the author 
maintains, not only to understanding a man who became a dominating figure in 
Europe, but to appreciating the significance of events in the Napoleonic period. 
It thus becomes clear that the destiny of France and of Napoleon were converging 
in 1789-1799; for two years they coincided, but afterwards they diverged till France 
was committed to a great adventure, Napoleon’s world empire or nothing; historical 
events made Napoleon’s ‘formidable hypertrophy of the ego’ possible till he had ‘no 
cause available to serve but his own’. This remarkable, well-documented book reveals 
a philosophy as well as an interpretation of history. (92) 


FORTY YEARS IN THE WILDERNESS. H. St. John Philby. 
Hale, 30s. 1957. 23-5 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Map. Index. 
Much of this further volume of Philby’s autobiography is devoted to reflections on 
his exile from Saudi Arabia. His was the Vox Clamans against the evils following the 
descent from the high precepts of the great king, Ibn Saud. His reflections are sorrow- 
ful rather than bitter. He devotes a chapter to Lawrence and pays a generous tribute 
to the man whose policy he so vigorously opposed. Readers will be impressed by 
the simple and telling prose of his initiation into Islam at the Great Mosque in Mecca. 
This book should interest many readers, for, if they disagree with much that he has 
done, all will be impressed by the courage with which he set out to return, in spite 
of warnings, to Saudi Arabia. (o2) 
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RENAULT. Saint Loup. Translated from the French. Bodley Head, 253. 
1957. 22 cm. 326 pages. Illustrations. 
Louis Renault was one of the greatest French industrialists, his enormous automobile 
factory at Billancourt dominating the French industrial scene. Blessed with a bound- 
less energy that expressed itself through machines, he built an empire which he ruled 
like a despot, and some of the most bitter class struggles of modern France were 
fought between him and his workers. His biographer gives something of an apologia 
for the man who died after the Second World War, during the investigation of 
charges of collaboration with the enemy that were levelled against him. The book 
reads like a novel, and gives a vivid picture of the rise of a captain of industry. (92) 


WASHINGTON AND THE AMERICAN’ REVOLUTION. 
Esmond Wright. English Universities Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 192 pages. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. (Teach Yourself History) 

The main theme of this biography of George Washington (1732-1799) is that of a 

entleman-farmer-turned-patriot becoming symbolic of a cause. Washington, with 
fis roots in his Virginian farmlands, was concerned with his own agricultural and 
social duties. His sense of duty widened his activities and eventually, as a practical 
realist with no revolutionary fervour or personal ambition, led him to identify 
himself with the American Revolution, to unify the colonies’ efforts, to lead their 
army as no one else could have done and, as its first President, to steer the new re- 
public into calm waters. The author gives a well-documented analysis of Washington's 
sterling character, and his book should appeal to a wide public. (92) 


THE INTERNATIONAL WHO’S WHO. aust edition. Europa 
Publications, 120s. 1957. 25 cm. 1,048 pages. 
This annua] reference book, the only one of its kind and a useful library tool, gives 
biographical details for about 10,000 of the world’s leading personalities in most 
spheres of human endeavour—scientists, diplomatists, business executives, religious 
leaders, heads of states, jurists, musicians, bankers, writers, and many more. There is, 
perhaps, a preponderance of names from the British Commonwealth and the United 
States of America. Particulars are also included of the reigning royal families of the 
world.

TWO MEN I KNEW. William Bridges and Brudenell White: Founders 
of the A.LF. C.E.W. Bean. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia and London), 
25S. 1957. 23 cm. 248 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The author, both as a close friend of his subjects and as an experienced war correspon- 

dent and historian, is well qualified to write these vivid biographies of two Australian 

military leaders. In tracing the achievements of Thomas Bridges and Brudenell White, 
the author has given a glimpse into the organisation of the Australian army. Both men 
played an important part in the formation of the Australian Imperial Force. Bridges, 
who had previously won recognition for the foundation of the Royal Military College, 

Duntroon, was the leader of the first Australian Division at Gallipoli. White, the first 

Australian to rise to the rank of full general, was noted for his war- and peace-time 

organising ability. The work is illustrated with interesting photographs. (923-55) 


TRUSTIE TO THE END. The Story of the Leith Hall Family. Henrietta 


Leith-Hay and Marion Lochhead. Oliver & Boyd, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 164 pages. 
Illustrations. 


Anyone to whom the British way of life and the ideals of the British country gentry 
are unfamiliar might glance with profit at this unpretentious story of the Scottish 
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family whose motto is the title of this book. It has had its home at Leith Hall, 
Aberdeenshire, since 1650, and successive generations have done their service in the 
British army. The last head of the family, the twenty-fourth in the succession, was 
killed while on service, at the age of twenty-one, and Leith Hall has now been made 
over to the National Trust for Scotland. (929-2) 


Ancient Civilisations 

ANCIENT SEMITIC CIVILIZATIONS. Sabatino Moscati. Translated 
from the Italian. Elek Books, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

No other book provides so admirably an outline of the various Semitic civilisations 

during their classical periods. Here is an introduction, suitable for the general reader 

but of value also for the student, which treats of the history, religion and the general 

cultural characteristics of the Babylonians, Assyrians, Canaanites, Hebrews, Aramaeans, 

Arabs and Ethiopians. Professor Moscati, who occupies the Chair of Semitic Philology 

in the University of Rome, has revised his book for this English edition, drawing 

especially on the latest results of archaeology. The illustrations are excellent. _(930)

EARLY MODERN EUROPE FROM ABOUT 1450 TO ABOUT 
1720. Sir George Clark. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 1957. 17 cm. 270 pages. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. (Home University Library of Modern Knowledge) 

An account of the events and movements that changed the uniform and isolated 

civilisation of Europe of the 15th century into the complex pattern it presented at the 

beginning of the 18th century. The author traces the formation of the European State 

System, the effects of the invention of printing, the transformation of the political 

and religious life of the continent by the Reformation, the rise of the Great Powers, 

the significance of geographical discoveries and the growth of scientific thought and 
the states’ concern with economic matters. Throughout this masterly survey changes 
in art, literature and thought are kept in mind. Outstanding skill in the presentation 

and control of a wealth of material marks the whole book. (940-2)

THE WAR AGAINST JAPAN. Vol. I. The Loss of Singapore. Major- 
General $. Woodburn Kirby and Others. H.M. Stationery Office, 55s. 1957. 25 cm. 
$92 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. (History of the Second World War: United 
Kingdom Military Series) 

This volume, the first of a series of five based on official records, is a real contribution 

to history since it seeks to establish responsibility for the British reverses in the Far 

East. It opens with a short account of the Japanese attacks in the Pacific and then 

describes in detail the events resulting in the loss of Hong Kong, Malaya and the 

Netherlands East Indies. This record of defeat is relieved by the stubborn defence of 

Hong Kong, where the garrison fought to a standstill, lacking aircraft and air defence 

weapons and short of all essentials save courage. The greatest shock of all was the loss 

of Malaya and the Singapore Naval Base when the capitulation of the largest force in 

British history facilitated the Japanese operations against Burma. The situation maps 

and aerial photographs are extremely good and the appendices very informative.

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ABYSSINIAN ADVENTURE. J. F. MacDonald. Cassell, 16s. 19$7. 
20°§ cm. 222 pages. Map. 
The operations on the southern sector of the East African front during 1940-41 have 
so far contributed little to the bibliography of World War II and it is hoped that 
this lively personal account will lead to others. The front extended for $00 miles from 
Lake Rudolph to the Indian Ocean and the forces opposing the Italians came almost 
exclusively from East and West Africa, South Africa and Rhodesia. The author tells 
in easy style the story of his unit’s advance through waterless desert, thorn-bush and 
torrential floods, and supplements it with many interesting observations on incidents 
in a wider field. (940-542) 


BEFORE THE DAWN. A Story of Two Historic Defeats. Brigadier Sir 
John Smyth. Cassell, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 236 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
Brigadier Smyth commanded a brigade at Dunkirk and a division in Burma and was 
the only senior commander who took part in both operations. In 1940 the British 
Expeditionary Force was committed to battle under appalling handicaps and, after 
a pungent review of these conditions, there follows a detailed account of the actions 
of the author’s brigade. The long retreat to Dunkirk was preceded by the British 
advance into Belgium, the German breakthrough on the Meuse, the surrender of the 
Belgians and the French retreat turning to disaster. The grim story is repeated in 
Burma during 1942, where the forces were inadequate, ill-equipped and semi-trained 
but fought a courageous 500-mile retreat through jungle swamps from the Thailand 
border to Assam. This hard-hitting and extremely readable book will add very 
appreciably to the histories of these two ill-starred campaigns. (940-542) 


THE FORTRESS. A Diary of Anzio and After. Raleigh Trevelyan. Reprint. 
Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 184 pages. Paper covers. 
‘The Fortress’ was the name given to a defensive position in the Anzio beachhead 
during World War II. The author spent the first few months of 1944 there as a young 
infantry subaltern and recorded his impressions in a diary. These cover the intimacy of 
the platoon at war and his own romantic experience outside the battle area. It is a 
human and vivid exposition, which attains a high literary standard and provides an 
interesting and fascinating study of a man’s baptism of fire. (940-542) 


LILLIPUT FLEET. The Story of the Royal Naval Patrol Service. 
A. Cecil Hampshire. Kimber, 18s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations. 
The fishing-trawlers of Britain played an unspectacular but invaluable part as mine- 
sweepers in World War II and the story of their dangerous and arduous work is 
thrillingly told in this excellent book. In their task of clearing sea-lanes and liberated 
ports, escorting convoys, supporting and protecting larger warships, they fought 
U-boats, dive-bombers and E-boats in the highest traditions of the Navy. The apex 
of achievement was twenty-five flotillas sweeping the great invasion fleet in to the 
beaches of Normandy through thickly sown fields of sensitive and powerful mines 
and ingenious anti-sweeping devices. (940°545) 


THE COAL-SCUTTLE BRIGADE. Alexander McKee. Souvenir Press, 
18s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. 

Outstanding among the unpublicised phases of Britain’s war effort was the dangerous 

and hazardous work of coastal vessels, mainly colliers, that sailed the English Channel. 

Inadequately protected and menaced by enemy submarines, aircraft, E-boats and 

shore guns, they plodded along carrying coal and urgent material that could not be 
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transported inland. This lively and tense story describes the work in full, culminating 
in the assault on Normandy when over six thousand merchant ships steamed East 
for the first time for four years escorted by powerful naval forces. The book is a 
worthy tribute and will be enjoyed by all who like true adventure. (940°545) 


DESTROYER MAN. Rear-Admiral A. F. Pugsley in collaboration with 
Captain Donald Macintyre. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. 
Illustrations. Track-charts. 

Destroyers, speedy and powerful, have always held the public imagination. The 

author, a famous destroyer commander, tells their story in World War II and it is 

surpassed by none in activity and variety. After a pre-war account of breathtaking 
voyages on the Yangste, it provides an ever-changing scene in sea warfare in 

Norwegian waters, off Dunkirk, in the Mediterranean with “H’ Force and constant 

action in convoy battles, and with the Eastern Fleet. Admiral Pugsley was an assault 

group commander in the Normandy invasion and the assault on Walcheren, and the 
view of these combined operations from the naval angle is of special value and, like 

the full account, abounds in thrills. (940-545) 


THE RISING SUNSET. Ken Attiwill. Hale, 15s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 206 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 
The author withheld his personal story as a Japanese prisoner-of-war until he could 
place his experiences in their right perspective, free from the impetus of enmity. 
Captured early in 1942 after the abortive defence of Java, he kept a diary and inter- 
sperses his day-to-day narrative with philosophical analyses. He survived a voyage 
of horror to Japan in an overloaded transport carrying two thousand prisoners suffer- 
ing from malnutrition, dysentery and all the maladies borne of filth. For three years 
he endured the rigours of Japanese prison-camps and finally witnessed the effects of 
the first atom bombs. This balanced account is one of the best prisoner stories yet 


told. (940-547) 


MOSCOW TRAM STOP. A Doctor's Experiences with the German 
Spearhead in Russia. Dr. Heinrich Haape in association with Dennis Henshaw. 
Collins, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. 

Little has been written about the gigantic campaign on the Eastern Front in World 

War II but it is unlikely that this personal account will be excelled in its class. It is a 

fascinating and fearful story of land warfare under the worst possible conditions. 

From the first assault on Russia in 1941, Dr. Haape served with a German infantry 

battalion, and of eight hundred men only twenty-eight remained after the first 

bitter winter. He marched from East Prussia to the outskirts of Moscow and then 
back towards the Pripet Marshes, tending the wounded and fighting in their defence 
until he was captured by the Americans. His record of all the horror, heroism, 
suffering and comradeship is relieved by occasional glimpses of natural beauty, and 
the excellent style in which it is written contributes a masterpiece of factual writing 
to the bibliography of the war. (940-548) 


THE SAVAGE CANARY. The Story of Resistance in Denmark. David 
Lampe. Cassell, 18s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Denmark’s resistance to nearly five years of German occupation during World War Il 
was a constant and growing threat to the Nazis. These true stories show how it 
developed, with little or no outside help, from small individual acts of sabotage to a 
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nation-wide organisation which was unsurpassed. All of them bear witness to the 
heroism and determination of a freedom-loving democracy and each is a thrilling 
adventure story in itself. (940°548) 


ENEMY ENGAGED. A Naval Rating with the Mediterranean Fleet 
1942-44. Ronald Sired. Edited by Captain F. C. Flynn, R.N. Kimber, 18s. 1957. 
22° cm. 206 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

Personal accounts from the lower deck contribute many factual and interesting 

details to the history of World War II and this well-told story is no exception. 

Beginning the war as an Able Seaman and ending it as a very young Petty Officer, 

the author had a bird’s-eye view of actions in the Mediterranean from 

control positions in H.M.S. Euryalus, Fifteenth Cruiser Squadron, and the destroyer 

leader, Laforey. These covered the second battle of Sirte, Malta convoys and the final 

relief of Malta, landings in Sicily, Salerno and Anzio, and are enriched by accounts of 

a seaman’s routine life at sea during war. The book should have a wide appeal.

THE SCOTLAND OF QUEEN MARY AND THE RELIGIOUS 
WARS 1513-1638. Agnes Mure Mackenzie. Reprint. Oliver & Boyd, 205. 
1957. 22°5 cm. 420 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Reference has previously been made to the reprint of Miss Mackenzie’s well-known 
History of Scotland, a work which first appeared in 1936. In this, the fourth volume, 
the period dealt with is the complicated but momentous one which runs from the 
Battle of Flodden to 1638. It falls naturally into two phases with the dividing line at 
1568, thereby including the history of the two branches of the House of Stewart. 
Miss Mackenzie’s narrative moves smoothly over the difficult story of the wars of 
religion, and deals simply with a period of Scottish history that can only be made 
intelligible by a historian as deeply conversant as she was with the original authorities 
of the period. (941) 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE STUDIES. Edited by H. P. R. Finberg. 
Leicester University Press, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Sources. 
Index. 

This collection of studies by a group of students of local history is an admirable 

example of the contribution to general history which can be made by experts in 

regional studies. The collection is a mixed one, including the topography of Anglo- 

Saxon Gloucestershire, the formation of the midland shires, the origins of Gloucester- 

shire towns, medieval agrarian life, the dissolution of the monasteries, the fortunes of 

noblemen, squires, and yeomen, and the organisation of the Gloucestershire cloth 
industry. Much of the information is fresh and of great interest. It is to be hoped that 
the editor, who is Head of the department of Local History in Leicester University, 

will be encouraged to repeat this experiment. (942) 


HUMANISM IN ENGLAND DURING THE FIFTEENTH 
CENTURY. R. Weiss. 2nd edition. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1957. 23 cm. 
226 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The second edition of a book first published in 1941. The author, Professor of Italian 

in the University of London, has brought the work up to date by the insertion, at the 

end of the text, of a substantial Addenda et Corrigenda, much of which is devoted to 
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publications subsequent to the date of the first edition. The development of 
quattrocento humanism in England, first under Italian, then also under Greek, 
influence, is described with full reference to persons and with ample documentation. 
A valuable book for students of the classical tradition and of English history and 
literature.

Italy 
SIENNA and Siennese Art. Pierre du Colombier. Translated from the French 
by Mary Fitton. Nicholas Kaye, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations. Plan. 
Map. Index. (Beaux Pays Series) 
Sienna is the living example of the loose generalisation that the Renaissance was 
made for the people of the plains. Here at least Renaissance art flourished only 
sparsely and Sienna remains one of the most perfectly preserved examples of a 
medieval city in Europe. M. Colombier has written a remarkably well-balanced 
study for the general reader, scholarly on the city’s history, acutely perceptive of its 
painting, sculpture and architecture and possessing an agreeable sense of landscape. 
He also deals with the surrounding countryside including San Gimigniano. The book 
is beautifully illustrated and excellently translated. (945) 


Spain 
SPAIN IN DECLINE 1621-1700. R. Trevor Davies. Macmillan, 255. 
19$7. 22°5 cm. 188 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This study, a sequel to the author’s Golden Century of Spain, deals with the decline of 
Spain in the 17th century. There is little in English on this fascinating, if rather 
Hoe period and Mr. Trevor Davies’s book comes to fill a gap. The author’s 
approach is sympathetic although not uncritical. The work is posthumous and no 
doubt this accounts for the occasional uncorrected slip and for the fact that the 
bibliography does not include the latest studies. Nevertheless, these details do not 
detract from the value of the book as a whole, and students both of European history 
and Spanish culture will find it a most useful introduction to the subject. (946-05) 


Russia 
RUSSIA REVISITED. Louis Fischer. Cape, 25s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 260 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

Thirty days in Moscow renewing old contacts, a talk with Mikoyan and many free 
discussions with chance acquaintances form the live background to this astute com- 
mentary on recent happenings in the Soviet Union. While conditions in general have 
improved, housing remains intolerable and the quality of consumer goods far below 
the standard in the West; there is less fear but not much more freedom, and although 
Krushchev’s revelations of Stalin have produced bewilderment in many minds, the 
author concludes that the majority are convinced that chaos is the only alternative to 
communism. In the second part of the book the author gives his impressions of 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and Poland and describes the dramatic unfolding of 
events leading to the tragedy of Hungary. (947-085) 


Canada 

THE PATH OF DESTINY. Canada from the British Conquest to Home 
Rule, 1763-1850. Thomas H. Raddall. Doubleday (Toronto, Canada), $5. 1957. 
21°5 cm. 468 pages. Maps. Index. (Canadian History Series. Vol. 3) 

The Path of Destiny, by the well-known Canadian novelist Thomas Raddall, covers 

the crucial years following the American revolution, concentrating particularly on 
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that crisis for Canadian nationhood, the war of 1812, the Reform movement and 
the rebellions in Upper and Lower Canada which led to the establishment of Home 
Rule, and on the opening up of the Canadian North West. In addition to providing 
the vital military and political facts, Mr. Raddall has filled in the background of the 
period with generous detail on pioneer life and settlements, the beginnings of 
Canadian economic development, and on the arts and literature of the newly 
independent nation. (971) 


Uruguay 
URUGUAY. George Pendle. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press for the 
Royal Institute of International Affairs, 15s. 1957. 21 cm. 116 pages. Maps. Index. 

Although this is called the second edition of a book first published in 1952, it is, to 
all intents and purposes, a new work. Statistics have been revised where possible to 
include 1956 and are now mainly confined to an appendix. In this way space has been 
made for expanded historical chapters and for the inclusion of recent political and 
economic information. Since 1952 the author has been able to revisit Uruguay, a 
country which he already knew well. (989-5) 


Australia 
AUSTRALIA’S COLONIAL CULTURE. Ideas, Men and Institutions 
in mid-nineteenth century Eastern Australia. George Nadel. Cheshire (Melbourne, 
Australia), 308. 1957. 22°5 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The writing of Australian history has up to the present largely been confined to 
political and economic analyses, but in this study Dr. Nadel has attempted to trace 
the beginnings of cultural development in Australia according to the 19th century 
concept of intellectual and moral improvement. Confining his work to the years 
1830-1860, the author discusses the ideas which moulded the intellectual values of 
the new society in Eastern Australia. The development of the press, literary trends, 
adult education movements, the establishment of libraries and the setting up of state 
and religious educational institutions and the universities all come within the scope 
of the book.

FLYING TALES FROM ‘BLACKWOOD’. Blackwood, 15s. 1957. 
22 cm. 276 pages. 

To be ‘in Blackwood’s Magazine’ has long been the aim of Service writers and this 
collection of flying stories gives reading of the best type to all. Spanning the last fifty 
years, they range from tales of primitive machines through the war years to testing 
rocket-propelled aircraft at 2,000 miles an hour. Each is different in form and content 
but all provide the thrill of adventure and the enjoyment of humour. 


ALL MEN ARE BROTHERS (Shui Hu Chuan). Translated from the 
Chinese by Pearl Buck. 3zd edition. 2 vols. Methuen, 63s. 1957. 20°$ cm. 1,300 
pages. Tailpiece decorations. 

A new edition of a translation first published in 1933. The original was a 13th century 

Chinese novel, entitled Shui Hu Chuan, which tells a story comparable, though on a 

much greater scale, with Robin Hood in English or The Forty-Seven Ronin in Japanese. 
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In Shui Hu Chuan there are 108 outlaws, victims of unjust officials and evil social 
conditions, who take refuge in the mountains and fens, and band together, harassing 
officialdom and succouring the distressed. There are seventy violent chapters, trans- 
lated by Pearl Buck, not as a scholar, but as a popular novelist brought up in China 
and filled with enthusiasm for the country she knew. Her translation makes a readable 
romance which should appeal to her already immense public. 


MOOLTIKI and Other Stories and Poems of India. Rumer Godden. 
Macmillan, 10s.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 142 pages. Headpiece decorations. 
A collection of stories and poems written with sympathy and humour about the 
ordinary people of India, the village farmer, the nomad clansman with his grazing 
flocks on the Kashmir mountain slopes, the student. The author enters into the lives 
of these men and women with an understanding that is rare, and the book will be 
appreciated by all who have lived close to the people of that vast sub-continent, which 
such an essential simplicity and unity with Nature. 


THE INNOCENT TENANT. Paul Guth. Translated from the French by 
Constantine Fitzgibbon. Cape, 15s. 1957. 19°5 cm. 222 pages. 

This is the story of a small block of flats in Paris complete with two sinister con- 
cierges, gas leaks and poor plumbing, a temperamental lift, a rat, and an unha 
group of eccentric tenants. A young schoolteacher moves into the house and with 
innocent enthusiasm sets to work to remedy its ills, but his efforts end in inevitable 
defeat after a series of hilariously funny and frustrating encounters with the tenants 
on the one hand and the representative of the management on the other. Awarded 
the Grand Prix du Roman of the Académie Frangaise, this is an amusing light novel 
by a humorous writer whose previous books in the same genre have won great acclaim 
in France. 


THE DIVINE AND THE DECAY. Bill Hopkins. MacGibbon & Kee, 
I$. 1957. 19 cm. 234 pages. 

A first novel by one of the young authors recently brought together in the symposium 
Declaration. It is a political study, centred on the figure of Peter Plowart, an aspiring 
dictator of Britain who prides himself on having abandoned all scruple or restraint 
in his struggle for power. The plot depicts him in temporary retirement on a small 
Channel Island as he gathers strength for his final coup. Mr. Hopkins writes with a 
deliberate contempt for human dignity and a crudity of style which are anything 
but endearing, but the freshness and vigour of his ideas make this a novel out of the 
ordinary. 


THE BLACK CLOUD. Fred Hoyle. Heinemann, 15s. 1957. 21 cm. 
262 pages. 

A young astronomer at Mount Palomar Observatory, California, observes a curious 
dark patch low down on the horizon where there ought to be stars. In England, some 
discrepancies are noted about the positions of Jupiter and Saturn. These are the first 
warnings of disaster: a vast cloud of gas is drifting towards the solar system. This is 
science fiction; but the author, who is a famous astronomer, believes there is very 
little in this entertaining fantasy which is outside the bounds of possibility. 


THE VOLCANOES ABOVE US. Norman Lewis. Cape, 15s. 1957. 
19°§ cm. 256 pages. 

Mr. Lewis has brought off that rare achievement, a political novel in an original 

setting which successfully translates some of the fundamental conflicts of today into

terms of fiction. The scene is Guatemala and the book o with a brilliant account 
of a characteristic Central American revolution. The plot describes the efforts of a 

jant American coffee company to transform the Indian population into a suitable 
eon for a tourist industry, and the portrait of the apostle of dollar civilisation 
in charge of this enterprise is a remarkable creation. An exciting novel possessing 
unusually good local colour. 


ONE-A-PECKER, TWO-A-PECKER. Ruth Park. Angus & Robertson, 
(Sydney, Australia and London), 17s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 238 pages. 

The Otago gold rush of 1863 sets the scene for this story of Currency, a young girl 
who travels with a washerwoman to Dunedin, where, through a mishap, she finds 
herself alone and penniless at eighteen. Among the numerous characters are Billy 
Figg and his wife Adeline with whom Currency makes a journey from Dunedin to 
Calico Town, Uncle Alick whose weakness is women, and Shannadore who domi- 
nates the scene as a character shrouded in mystery and tragedy. The author has spared 
no effort to create a human story, diverse in action and lively in characterisation. 


THE WHOLE VOYALD and Other Stories. William Saroyan. Faber, 
I§s. 19$7. I9 cm. 256 pages. 

The twenty-two stories in this volume were chosen by Saroyan as an offering to the 
three towns—Fresno, San Francisco, and New York—which have provided the 
setting and inspiration for most of his work. Written over the past twenty years, 
the stories are representative of Saroyan’s originality and humour, his love for the 
drama in the commonplace situation, and his deep, emotional understanding of the 
poor, the young, and the adventurous among his fellow men. In the preface, ‘A 
Writer’s Declaration’ this famous Armenian-American novelist and playwright sums 
up his personal position as a creative artist mid-stream in his career. 


THE PILLARS OF MIDNIGHT. Elleston Trevor. Heinemann, 15s. 1957. 
20 cm. 244 pages. 

The sudden transformation of normal life and the terror wrought by a visitation of 
the plague make a tempting subject for a novelist and it was recently handled with 
impressive effect by M. Camus. Mr. Trevor describes here the invasion of an English 
town by a wave of smallpox. The immediate effect on public and private life is 
skilfully portrayed with mounting tension. The local colour is particularly convincing, 
but in achieving this the author narrows his focus, so that the theme, potentially a 
universal one, becomes predominantly a story of provincial life and its dénouement 
may strike many readers as melodramatic. 


AMELIE IN LOVE. Henri Troyat. Translated from the French by Lily 
Duplaix. Alvin Redman, 16s. 1957. 21 cm. 382 pages. 
This first volume of a three-volume family chronicle with the overall title The Seed 
and the Fruit starts in 1912 in a village near Lyons where Amelie, the blacksmith’s 
daughter, grows up. Later the prim and self-possessed provincial girl moves to Paris 
as a bride and matures to womanhood in a few months of happy marriage before the 
outbreak of war in 1914. The story expands leisurely with a wealth of objectively 
observed details about the life of artisans at the time, but it also rises to peaks of 
intimate drama in the unfolding of the personal experiences of its main characters. 


It is translated with consummate skill. 
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THE EATING VALLEY. Augusta Walker. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 1957, 
19 cm. 208 pages. 

The action of this novel takes place in a small hill town in Spain, some while after 
the end of the Civil War. It describes the return of a young soldier and the rebuilding 
of his life as a civilian. Its tension depends on the one hand upon the hero’s discontent 
with the simple, maternal woman he has married and his desire for a different kind 
of mate, and on the other upon the threat to the life of the community from the 
valley which is cating away the town’s foundations. It is an unpretentious novel 
which shows a keen insight into the unchanging realities of primitive life. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE BLIND VILLAIN. Evelyn Berckman. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d, 
1957. 19 cm. 190 pages. 

Is Mrs. Tatnall’s daughter—who will soon come into a fortune from which her 
mother will benefit—really her daughter? Dana Britton, whose own mother stands 
to benefit from proof of imposture, sets herself to find out, at risk to her own safety. 
Deserting the macabre ‘Gothic’ vein in which she excels, the author supplies a taut, 
suspenseful story of murder prompted by avarice, intermingled with a tangled love 


affair, that will keep the reader happily absorbed. 


4.50 FROM PADDINGTON. Agatha Christie. Collins, 12s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

A woman sees a murder committed in a train which is running parallel to hers, but 

the police can find no trace of a body. It is Miss Marple, that shrewd elderly spinster 

known to them of old, who discovers it for them and eventually traces the murderer. 

Agatha Christie’s invention does not flag in this new, well-knit story of human 

motives actuated by greed which will be eagerly read by her many admirers. 


THE SHADOW OF TIME. Christopher Landon. Heinemann, 13s.6d. 
1957. 20°5 cm. 240 pages. 

A private detective is consulted by a hairdresser whose little girl has been kidnapped. 
The child’s life is at stake unless her father complies with a certain request. Almost at 
once the detective lights upon a clue. Thereafter, he and his wife, aided by an 
eccentric friend, set out to find and rescue the child, with only a few days to spare. 
Although the outcome is not in doubt, the excitement and suspense of this ably 
written novel keep the reader interested throughout. 


THE JURYMAN. Donald MacKenzie, Elek, 13s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 204 pages. 
A former criminal who has become a virtuous citizen and a good husband tries to 
murder an associate of his underworld days. At the trial conviction is not certain and 
his partner and friend sets out to make it impossible by compelling one of the jury 
to stand out for an acquittal. All the ingenious twists and unexpected turns of the 
plan and its progress are vividly and convincingly described and tension mounts to a 
dramatic but credible ending. 


A CAGE FOR THE NIGHTINGALE. Phyllis Paul. Heinemann, 15s. 1957. 
20 cm. 308 pages. 

The tightly woven plot of this story of fear centres in a half-forgotten murder of 

which a young girl, Victoria, was accused. In later years the mentally confused 

Victoria is sheltered in a country house by the father of her supposed victim, a doctor, 
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who exercises an abnormal power over the members of the household. Only 
Victoria’s companion, Rachel, is immune to the doctor’s spell and with her un- 
distorted vision is able to see through the web of intrigue that enmeshes the other 
characters. Miss Paul’s imaginative writing creates a haunting atmosphere of tension 
which fascinates and compels attention.

ALMAYER’S FOLLY. A Story of an Eastern River. LAST ESSAYS. 

Joseph Conrad. Nelson, 6s. 1957. 16 cm. 384 pages. Bibliography. (Nelson Classics) 
It is odd to find Conrad’s first book, his novel of the Far East, Almayer’s Folly (189s), 
within the same covers as his Last Essays, which were published posthumously with 
an Introduction by Richard Curle in 1926. The novel’s theme is the disintegration of 
the character of a white trader, faced with loneliness and betrayal. The first item in 
Last Essays, “Geography and Some Explorers’, contains some fragments of auto- 
biography and the best of the others is, perhaps, Conrad’s tribute to the work of his 
friend, John Galsworthy. 


A PASSAGE TO INDIA. E. M. Forster. Introduction by Peter Burra. 
Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1957. 18°5 cm. 312 pages. Notes by the author. Bibliography. 
(Everyman's Library) 

There can scarcely have been a novel about any part of the British Commonwealth 
which has exerted such influence as A Passage to India. A tragi-comic story written 
with extraordinary insight into the Indian character and its relations with British 
officialdom, it must have comprised between the wars the sum total of many readers’ 
contemporary knowledge of India. Mr. Peter Burra in a lively introduction discusses 
the relation between literal and psychological truth in Mr. Forster’s plots, and the 
author himself has added some interesting notes on the text. History itself has now 
superficially dated the book, but without affecting its fundamental truth. 


DRINKERS OF DARKNESS. Gerald Hanley. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 254 pages. Paper covers. 

Mr. Hanley’s theme is the effect of a changing Africa upon white people who are 
little aware of making any concessions to it. The scene is an isolated farming estate 
in East Africa, with a small colony of English settlers. There is nothing very un- 
expected in the steady deterioration of their standards or in the puzzled—and 
decreasing—respect they inspire in the Africans. The picture is marked by the 
author’s keen wit and deep humanity which can find genuine emotion and com- 
passion in a sordid exterior. 


THE WORLD MY WILDERNESS. Rose Macaulay. Reprint. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 188 pages. Paper covers. 
An acute and moving exploration of the effects of the war, particularly on the younger 
generation. Barbary, a girl of seventeen, the child of divorced parents, is brought up 
in Provence by her mother. Running wild, she becomes involved in the Resistance 
Movement, and her standards of life and conduct become “Maquisard’ standards. 
Sent to London by her father, she is bewildered by an uncongenial environment and 
takes refuge in what she thinks is the English ‘Maquis—the bombed ruins of St. 
Paul’s and the underworld characters that infest them. The story unfolds her life in 


this world and her extrication from it. 
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DEAD AND NOT BURIED. H. F. M. Prescott. Reprint. Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

A man who cannot remember where he went or what he did during an afternoon 
walk gradually becomes aware that he may have committed murder. His mounti 
fears and forebodings as his friends show doubts and distress and as the detectives 
carry on their enquiries, his desperate efforts to conjure memory back are described 
with skill and subtlety, set against a convincing background of village life. A well- 
constructed and well-written story in which tension is taut to the end. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

FIVE DOLLS IN THE SNOW. Helen Clare. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 1957. 

19 cm. 100 pages. Illustrations by Cecil Leslie. 

An agreeable, well-told little tale of Elizabeth Small, who is magically able to get 
inside her dolls’ house and take part in all the things that her five dolls do. It should 
appeal to all little girls who like dolls, particularly those between the ages of 6 and 8, 
Few, however, below the age of eight are likely to be able to read it themselves 
without help because of the vocabulary range, but it is well suited to being read 
aloud. 


THE HAUNTED REEF. Frank Crisp. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s. 1957. 

18 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations by A. K. Lee. Paper covers. (Puffin Books) 
This is an exciting tale, set in the South Pacific, of murder on the high seas, deep sea 
diving and salvage work in dangerous waters. Dirk Rogers, Master of the salvage 
vessel Southern Cross, and his young cousin Jim find themselves involved in a struggle 
with a gang of men who have already disposed of one ship and her crew and are now 
after a fortune in diamonds which they believe to be in the ship’s safe. All turns out 
well in the end for the crew of the Southern Cross, but not before they have had a host 
of narrow escapes from death by storm, the perils of diving in tropical waters, and 
their enemies. This is highly adventurous reading which should appeal to most boys 
of 10-14. 


VET IN THE MAKING. Nancy Martin. Macmillan, 8s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 
168 pages. Illustrations by Douglas Relf. 

This sequel to Miss Martin’s earlier book, Call the Vet, takes Ricky Chapman through 
five years’ training at a veterinary school attached to a provincial university. It is an 
agreeable and entertaining story, and gives a good idea of the requirements of the 
curriculum and the different types of career open to qualified veterinary surgeons. 
There is a good deal in it about the social life of students, and a slight love interest 
adds a touch of romance. It should be useful to readers aged 14 upwards who are 
wondering just what is involved in becoming a ‘vet’. 


A GRASS ROPE. William Mayne. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 19$7. 
22 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations by Lynton Lamb. Map. 
Four children, varying in age from six to eighteen, track down the truth behind an 
old legend about lost treasure, a ghostly pack of hounds and a unicorn. The youngest 
knows that the right way to catch a unicorn is with a grass rope, and in the end it is 
she, and not her scientifically-minded seniors, who discovers the truth. The book is 
remarkable for its insight into the minds of the children, for its portrayal of the 
beautiful Yorkshire fell country in which it is set, and for its use of local legends and 
names in the detection of historical truth. For ages 9-13. 
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BEDKNOB AND BROOMSTICK. Mary Norton. Dent, 12s.6d. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Erik Blegvad. 
Miss Norton is best known for her delightful The Borrowers and The Borrowers 
Afield. Two earlier books, The Magic Bedknob and Bonfires and Broomsticks, originally 
ublished in 1945 and 1947, are here issued in one volume with a revised text and new 
illustrations. They concern the adventures of three children and their friend Miss 
Price, who secretly practises withcraft and who bewitches a bedknob so that the bed 
to which it is attached will carry them anywhere they choose, in space or in time. 
Their experiences are so original, so amusing and so well told that they will appeal 
to children even above the usual age-range (7-11) for stories about magic. 


THE GRANDFATHER CLOCK. John Pudney. Hamish Hamilton, 6s.6d. 

1957. 19 cm. 94 pages. Illustrations by Peggy Beetles. (Antelope Books) 
A very pleasant little tale of Peter, who lives with his Uncle Ted, and an old grand- 
father clock that can talk. They all live together in a very old house which Uncle 
Ted cannot afford to keep in repair. The grandfather clock helps Peter to solve their 
troubles by taking him back into time to discover a valuable secret. The illustrations 
are good and the story should appeal to most children between the ages of six and 
eight. It lends itself to being read aloud. 


THE ARABIAN NIGHTS. Stories retold by Amabel Williams-Ellis. 
Blackie, 15s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 348 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Pauline 
Diana Baynes. 

The Arabian Nights is one of the world’s great treasuries of legends and fairy-tales and 

it contains stories for the most innocent or the most sophisticated taste. In this volume 

Amabel Williams-Ellis is catering for the former and she has selected and adapted 

some fifteen of the stories, which should appeal particularly to children between eight 

and fourteen. She has simplified the language of the original and her choice includes 
less familiar tales as well as established favourites. The colour illustrations are in the 
style of traditional Persian art. 


THE SWISS FAMILY ROBINSON. J. R. Wyss. Retranslated from the 
German and abridged by Audrey Clark, after the version by H. Frith from the 
original edition. Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations (some in 
colour) by Charles Folkard. (Children’s Illustrated Classics) 

This story of a Swiss couple and their four boys, the only survivors of a shipwreck, 

who settle on an uninhabited but fertile island, has been a children’s classic for well 

over a hundred years. Compared with Robinson Crusoe or Gulliver's Travels it is 
written with a somewhat heavy and consciously improving touch. During the last 
century a good deal of moralising has been added by various translators; the narrative 
has now been lightened of this material and the book continues to hold its popularity, 
mainly perhaps because of the children’s adventures among the exotic fauna and flora. 
The illustrations are old-fashioned but agreeable. 


Non-Fiction 

THE BOYS’ BOOK OF RADIO, TELEVISION AND RADAR. 
and edition. Burke, 9s.6d. 1957. 25-5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

This is a new and revised edition of a book first published in 1948. It treats in an 

elementary way the broad principles of the thermionic valve, the photoelectric cell, 

and the cathode ray tube and then gives quite a readable version of the fundamentals 
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of the subjects indicated in the title. There are many illustrations of commercial 
equipment. It will appeal most to the boy of about 15 who already has some back. 
ground knowledge of science from school studies. 


NURSERY RHYMES. Nelson, 12s.6d. 1957. 28-5 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour) by Cicely Steed. Index. 

An attractively printed anthology of nursery rhymes particularly suitable for children 

between three and seven. The selection includes not only the well-known favourites 

but a large repertoire of less familiar rhymes. It is charmingly illustrated with mor 

than twenty full plates in colour and many line drawings in the text. 


NAPOLEON. Audrey Cammiade. Methuen, 10s.5d. 1957. 21-5 cm. 88 pages. 
Illustrations by Horace Vernet. Maps by R. R. Sellman. Bibliography. Bo 
(Methuen’s Outlines) 

A well-ordered descriptive survey of the main features of Napoleon’s career as 

soldier, administrator and ruler, with sufficient detail of affairs and personalities in 

Revolutionary France to show how they affected Napoleon’s rise and fall. There ar 

clear maps of campaigns and the changing face of Europe, a useful summary of dates 

and many contemporary illustrations. Young readers in their teens will find any 
previous disjointed or vague information given sharpness and coherence, and will be 
attracted by the narrative treatment leaving them to draw their own conclusions. 


THE STORY OF LIFE. A. S. T. Fisher. Blackwell (Oxford), 9s.6d. 1957. 
19°5 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by F. T. W. Cook. 
This is a suitable introduction for children of 7-10 to the complexities of biology. 
It is divided into four sections, each separately paginated, on growing, breathing, 
feeding and the senses. The language achieves admirable simplicity, but does not 
shrink from tackling such complex matters as cell division, energy transformations 
and supersonic echo location. It is certainly a book for bright children and especially 
for those who have bright parents capable of coping with the inevitable flood of 
probing questions. The drawings are particularly to be recommended, since they fit 
into the text spatially and into the sequence of thought intellectually with com- 


mendable felicity. 


PACIFIC PEOPLES. Lyndsay Gardiner. Longmans (Melbourne, Australia and 
London), A18s.od.: 16s. 1957. 23 cm. 134 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Children of 13 onwards, and adults also, should enjoy the delightful manner in which 
the author has blended vivid descriptions and historical facts to produce the story of 
the Pacific peoples. The book is made additionally attractive by the informative 
illustrations and maps supplied by Nancy Parker. As an introduction, clear verba 
pictures have been created to show how life was lived in the Pacific, Australia and 
New Zealand included, prior to the arrival of the European. Comparisons are made 
between the groups of primitive peoples, both in their physical structure and way of 
life, together with their varying reactions and adaptation to white settlement. 


THE IMPERIAL NIGHTINGALE. Adapted from the story by Han 
Christian Andersen. Nicholas Stuart Gray. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. cloth; 
4s. acting edition. 1957. 19 cm. 124 pages. Illustrations by Joan Jefferson Fargeon. 

This play is based on Hans Andersen’s tale about a nightingale and a cruel Emperor 

of China: the Emperor cages and ill-treats the bird and finally rejects it in favour of 

mechanical one, but his heart is softened and his life finally saved by the genuine 
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nightingale’s singing. Mr. Gray has adapted the story freely, introduced several comic 
characters and invested the plot with an air of oriental fantasy. He has made of it a 
charming play, straightforward in dialogue, simple to produce and especially suitable 
for children between seven and fourteen. 


THE SHETLAND BUS. David Howarth. Cadet edition. Nelson, 7s.6d. 
1957. 18°5 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 

In World War II the author of this book served in the Navy, administering a base in 
the Shetlands from which, after Hitler’s invasion of Norway in 1940, a service was 
run to enemy-occupied country. The hazards of the voyage, which could only be 
made in the darkness of winter, were extreme. Many lives were lost, but the link 
between free and conquered Europe was never severed. This version of a successful 
war book should appeal to boys of fourteen upwards. It tells of the excitements, 
tragedies and triumphs of the traffic between Norway and Britain. 


COME TO THE FAIR. Edited by Barbara Ireson. Faber, 8s.6d. 1957. 
21°5 cm. $4 pages. Illustrations by Shirley Hughes. 

No amount of sophistication can quite sweep away the attractions of the fair: it is a 
proof of its deep subconscious appeal that so many of the best poems about fairs are 
anonymous and of the nursery rhyme type. This anthology should appeal particularly 
to readers between six and ten. The editor has included some charming little-known 
poems as well as the familiar favourites, describing the dazzle, the noise and the 
mystery of the fairground. The book is agreeably illustrated. 


BOYS’ BOOK OF FLIGHT. David Le Roi in association with the staff of 

Flight. Iliffe, 12s.6d. 1957. 25-5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
This book, which should be readily understandable by children of twelve and 
upwards, covers the whole range of aeronautics, including jet propulsion, rockets and 
nuclear-powered flight. The stress is on the civil rather than the military aspects of 
aviation and there are chapters on aircraft design, speed and altitude records, aviation 
medicine, radio aids to navigation and a host of other interesting topics. The language 
is simple, yet technical enough for the young enthusiast and each chapter is well 
illustrated with drawings and photographs. 


RHYME AND REASON. An Anthology. Chosen by Raymond O'Malley 

and Denys Thompson. Chatto & Windus, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 224 pages. Indexes. 
An exceptionally well-arranged and thoughtful anthology for children of twelve 
and upwards, which could also be read with great pleasure by adults. There are nine 
sections on themes such as war, the sea and adventure, country life, each prefaced 
with a note on the kind of poetry which these subjects have inspired. The editors 
have avoided excessively hackneyed pieces, but in a mere 175 poems they have 
succeeded in providing not only a representative choice covering a great range of 


_ poetry, but also an excellent introduction to modern poetry, a remarkable 
eat.
